HOME SECRETARY’S SPIRITED 
REPLY

A debate arose on the motion for the adjournment of 
the House of Commons on Tuesday when Mr. R. R. 
Sroxes (Lab., Ipswich) called attention to the detention of 
British persons under Regulation 18b.. Most of these 
persons, 1,500 in number, were members of the British 
Union of Fascists... He complained of delays in the hear- 
ing of appeals by the Advisory Committee and of detained 
persons not being allowed legal representation. Some of 
the people detained had never been members of the B.U.F. 
One man was kicked out by Sir O. Mosley three years 
before the war. For himself; Mr. Stokes explained that 
he had no sympathy with Fascism, but he believed a 
negotiated peace would be better than a victorious peace. 
His attitude to Mosley was that either Sir Oswald ought 
to be told exactly the reasons for his continued detention 
or be allowed to stand his trial for treason, or whatever 
it was, in a court of law, and shot if he were found 
guilty. 

Eart Winterton (Con., Horsham and Worthing) said 
that at some time they would have to ask why only one 
such organisation had been so dealt with. Was there nothing 
in the writings of the Dat_y Worker and in the Communist 
Organisation”? 


Sir Invinc Avpery (Con., Gravesend) thought 18b should 


be modified. 

Miss RATHBONE (Ind.. English Universities), in asking 
that friendly aliens should be allowed legal aid, said some 

ople were actually arrested while wearing Allied uniforms 
in which they had fought for the Alhed cause. 

Me. J. J. Davipson (Lab., Maryhill, Glasgow) warned 
the Home Secretary to act warily in dealing with such 
people as the Domvilles, Mosleys, and Unity Mitfords. 

Mr. P. C. Lorrus (Con., Lowestoft) wanted ordinary 
legal advice allowed. 

The Home Secretary was in good form in replying. 
Neither he nor Sir John Anderson, he declared, had used 
the powers improperly or spitefully. 


We had seen. he declared, what happened in Holland, 


Belgium, Norway; we knew we had our Quisling in this 
country ready to play his part.

Rabbi Brodie’s New Appointment 


Rabbi Israel Brodie, Chaplain to the Forces, has been 
gazetted out of the Army 
this week and immediately 
azetted into the Roval Aur 
Roses. He will be posted as 
Chaplain to the Jewish per- 
sonnel serving in the R.A.F.., 
Middle East. The Rabbi will 
thus be the first Jewish 
Chaplain to the Royal Air 


Force. 

Rabbi Brodie, who in. peace- 
time is Tutor and Lecturer at 
Jews’ College, London, has 
been serving as a Chaplain to 
the Forces from early in the 
war. He was one of the two 
Jewish Chaplains to accom- 

ny the B.E.F. to France 
the other was the Rev. B. 
Cherrick), and, after harrow- 
7 | ing experiences, was among 

’ those evacuated from Dun- 
kirk. Since his return to England he has been Chaplain 
at a big Southern Command and in the Scottish Command. 
He served also as a Chaplain to the Forces in the last war. 


At a social evening held at the Masonic Hall, Duncan Street, 
Edinburgh, Rabbi Brodie was presented, as a mark of esicem, 
with a ‘silver case on his leaving the Scottish Command. — 

Mr. R. Cohen, who presided, spoke of the excellent services 
the Rabbi had rendered to Servicemen in Scotland and to the 
keen interest he took in all matters affecting the welfare of 

Jewish soldiers. 

Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches also added a tribute. 


PROFESSOR BERGSON 
SAYS “NO” 


Aged Philosopher Snubs the 
Jew-Baiters 


Professor Henri Bergson, the famous French Jewish philo- 
sopher and sponsor of the theory of creative evolution, 
has refused the privilege of exemption from the operation 
of the Vichy Jew-law to which he is entitled’on the 
grounds. of “exceptional service.” This means, says 
Reuter, that he will have to resign his .professorship at 
the Collége de France, a post he has held since 1900. 

Ihe Professor, who is 81 years of age, has, in the past, 
rarely identified himself with Judaism. But he once told 
one Qf his disciples that he had never concealed his 
Jewishness; and he condemned anti-Semitism both on 
personal grounds and because he regarded it as vulgar and 
barbaric. 

M. Bergson was the first Jew ever to be appointed to 
the French Academy (in 1913), despite the intense opposition 
of the anti-Semites. Bergson stood up to them in those days, 
as he is standing up to them now. 

When, m October of last year, he celebrated his 80th birth- 
day quietly at his home, St. Cyr-sur-Loire, near Tours, and 
a delegation headed by the Prefect of the Indre-et-Loire province 
visited him to express the good wishes af the local population, 
the Professor replied praising the then attitude of France in 
the face of events menacing Civilisation, and proclaimed his 
faith in the triumph of spirit and ethics in the life of mankind. 
‘An interesting article appearing at the time in L’Orpre, of 
Paris, described M. Bergson as living the pure existence of a 
thinker, and as standing quite aside from, and almost outside. 
the economic and political upheavals of the time. But to-day, 
by his resolute action, the aged philosopher has demonstrated 
that he can not only meditate on the nature of evil, but can 
also bravely oppose it. 


CASUALTIES IN LIVERPOOL 
AIR RAID 


Jewish Families Suffer 


{From our Correspondent} 


The many casualties suffered by Liverpool when the city 
some weeks ago bore the weight of the Nazi aerial attack 
included a number of members of the Jewish Community. 

Local Jewry will — miss Mr. Harris Goldstein, who, 
together with his wife and two of their children, Barrie and 
Betty, was killed when the shelter in which they had taken 
refuge received a direct hit. For a number oj years, up to the 
time of his death, Mr. Goldstein was President .of the Great 
Synagogue, Grove Street. He was recently eleted President 
of the Chevra Kadisha and was also Treasurer of the Ritual 
Baths Committee. The entire Community joins in mourning 
this true Jewish family. 

Three members of another Jewish family were killed when 
a bomb struck and demolished a row of shops in a densely 
pepulated area. They were Mr. and Mrs. I. F. Goldberg and 
Mrs. Goldberg's sister, Rose Alientoff. Merton Goldberg, 
aged 15, who was also on the premises at the time, escaped 
with leg injuries, and members of the rescue party paid a 
warm tribute to the boy's courage and brave spirit. In spite 
of his injuries he directed and assisted the rescue workers, 
joking with them until he was removed to hospital. 

Other Jewish fatalities include Mr. and Mrs. Abraham Still- 
man and their son and daughter, Mr. and Mrs. ». Shepherd 
and their daughter, and Mr, and Mrs. Goodman Cohen. Many 
tributes have been paid to Mr. Cohen by non-Jews who used 
the same shelter for his kindness in seeing to the welfare of 
neighbours during raids. | 


Mr. Cohen and his wife narrowly escaped death not long 


ago, when the front of their shop was blown in by a bomb 
which wrecked the houses opposite. On that occasion Mr. 
Cohen distinguished himself by his untiring efforts in helping 
to extricate the buried occupants. 

The highest praise is due to the Rev. S. Lerner for his 
efforts in many directions during this calamity. For several 
days after the raid he worked unceasingly, both in identifying 
the unfortunate victims and in helping to arrange the 
interments. 


CAPTAIN MAULE RAMSAY 


The House of Commons on Wednesday approved the report 
of the Committee of Privileges, which found that there was 
no breach of Parliamentary privilege in the detention of Cap- 
tain Ramsay, who was arrested and lodged in Brixton Prison 
last May by the Home Secretary under Defence Regulation 18b. 
Several Members expressed uneasiness in the debate, but did 
not go to a division. Mr, Attlee, who was Chairman of the 


- Committee, emphasised that the action of the Government was 


not due to anything done by Captain Ramsay as a Member 
of Parliament. He added that it had never been claimed that 
Members of Parliament should have the right to do something 
which was wrong in others. ‘

HADASS 


Aged Gemara Students Oblivious to Raids 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


The sirens may wail, the barrage may deafen, the bombs 
may fall—but in the hallowed atmosphere of the old 
Machzikei Hadass the Minyanim and Shiurim go on. And 
just as in times of peace pious old Jews pored over their 
prayers and delved into the Gemara, so to-day they faith- 


fully fulfil the Jewish dictum- 5" ODP 123 Mam. 

But with this difference-——that now it is all done in the 
shelter which is underneath a famous Synagogue. 

This spacious shelter is really a wine cellar and contains 
many barrels—for it is the property of the well-known wine 
and spirit firm of Chaikin and Co., who offered it at the 
commencement of the war to the Stepney Council for the pur- 
pose of a shelter. Into it, when the black-out begins, trickle 
the worshippers and “ learners” of the Shos!, inmost of thom 
old folk. But there are also a few children, and a number of 
Christians take cover here, too. The cellar holds 300 people, 
but usually about. 200 take cover there, and nearly all remain 
to sleep tor the night 

The Chazan of the Shool, the Rev. Mr. Kremer, conducts the 
Shiur. Those who take part in it become sublimely: oblivious 
to the war, let alone the raid. 

In this wine cellar you can meet some of the most famous 


Rabbanim—many of them have, on the Continent, tasted the 
bitter cup of persecution, and to-day they face other trials, 
but they temporarily forget them when they join in the study 
of sacred literature. 


JEWS PROVIDE CATHOLIC PLACE OF 
WORSHIP 


Gratitude of Bombed-Out Worshippers 


Commenting on the action of a Jewish-owned furnishing 
firm which, as recorded in our last issue, placed their show- 
rooms at the disposal of Catholics whose church had been 
destroyed in an air raid, the Universe says: “ The true story 
is one of Jewish munificence exercised—not for the first time 
in London's history—in favour of the Catholic community.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE FAITH OF JACOB 


“ And thou saidst. 1 will surely do thee good, and make 
thy seed as the sand of the sea, which cannot be numbered 
for multitude.’—Gen. xxxii, 12. 


N these simple words, which speak so unmistakably 

of absolute faith in the power of God and complete 

trust in the fulfilment of His word, the patriarch Jacob 
concludes his prayer of supplication when the approach 
of his impulsive brother, accompanied by 400 men of. one 
supposes, like temperament, made Jacob greatly afraid and 
distressed, The interesting point may be observed that his 
trust was complete and his faith free from all doubt 
although he had at the same time been constrained to dis- 
pose his men and flocks with strategic wisdom. Once 
again we see here the stark truthfulness of the Bible. a 
truthfulness which goes far deeper than an attempt at 
accurate narration and places before us in the common 
symbol we know so well truths that are imperishable. 

It is not so long ago that the nation, which to-day is 
fighting for the principles which were first revealed ‘by 
God to the children of Jacob, tike that patriarch in their 
hour of anxiety and distress turned to God with trast in 
His word for which they were Struggling and not so much 
besought His aid as declared their faith. The mass of 
material progress, the vast accumulation of human know- 
ledge, and the amazing intricacy of its application to 
serve human ends would seem to the superficial mind to 
have carried us all so far beyond the primitive circum- 
stances of Jacob's anxiety that in such prayer to-day an 
apparent incongruity arises. It is not surprising that there 
should be men and women who feel that there is some- 
thing almost ridiculous in leaving thoughts of high 
technical intricacy, of chemical mysteries and mechanical 
marvels, of the bewildering complications of the modern 
weapons of fighting—in turning from all this to seek the 
power of God's promise in its fulfilment, to pray that His 
will be done. 


ND yet this. incongruity is merely a confession of intel- 
lectual failure. For could the human mind grasp the 
whole scheme of the innumerable factors, both physical 
and spiritual, involved in the present terrific struggle, then 
it would seem that for all its astonishing intricacy every 
part and every aspect are but leaves on one single tree, 
but little cogs in one single machine. whose origin is 
simple, whose principle is very old. In simpler times 
and through the mouth of his prophets, God showed to 
man a glimpse of these mighty fundamental principles of 
conduct. In a simpler age and with simpler symbols, He 
gave us the key to happiness and welfare and the warn- 
ing against those things that would surely bring destruc- 
tion. Those lessons were for all men and were, there- 
fore. in the language of all men. They were also for men 
with human qualities, both good and bad. The weaknesses 
of a Jacob, his limitations, his littlenesses as well as his 
grandeur, are qualities. of most men. But the means 
whereby he, from his primitive surroundings, touched the 
hem of the Divine, looked up from the ordinary carth 
and saw the glory of God, those means lie still to hand 
for men and women to-day to carry them to wise decisions 
amidst problems which are far beyond the capacity of 
their human wisdom. It is the faith with which Jacob 
spoke of God's promise, the faith which daily can be seen 
by those who have eyes to see to be working miracles 
all around us, that faith which lights up the simple truths 
of simple times, sending its ever-lengthening beams down 
the ages to reveal to us truth in our present circumstances 
and guidance for the future. 
it has been said of the martyrdom of German Jewry 
that it was no mere accident which chose the Jew to 
be the vanguard of the powers of light in their present 
struggle with darkness and evil.. It was, indeed, perfectly 
natural that “that wicked man™ should have turned first 


to rend the children of Israel nearest at hand in the course . 


of his fight against God. The man who stands for violence 
and treachery, brutality and bad faith. who has sought to 
overcome his instinctive consciousness of his own worth- 
lessness by surrounding himself with slaves and flatterers, 
bribed of beaten until they proclaim him a god, must 
suffer spiritual agony at the existence, of Israel and their 
testimony to God's word. 


REASON may yet await the master-mind that can face 
the causal nexus along the centuries and the tens of 
centuries to confirm in human terms the truths which God 
revealed to. Israel in those far-off days. It is one of the 
peculiarities of the difficulties of faith that it has for its 
substance the higher truth and for its challenge the evidence 
of lesser things. For the substance of faith is much more 
the truth behind the symbol than the symbol itself, where- 
as it. is those very symbols that stand or fall irrelevantly 
before the onslaught of argument and logic. Perhaps this 
fact is not unconnected with the frequent refrain in Jewish 
religious teaching, the plea for humbleness before God. 
It is that true humbleness which is at the root of all 
wisdom and which enables us to see in the simple primitive 
faith of Jacob in his simple primitive surroundings the 
same light indivisible which challenges the evil forces and 
will withstand their most furious assaults and frustrate 
their subtlest cunning.

LOW COUNTRIES DIAMOND TRADE 
FOR BRITAIN 


Refugees’ New Factory 


[From our Special Correspondent} 


A large diamond-cutting factory has been opened in 
London by the Woodbridge Diamond-Polishing Factory, 
which already employs between 60 and 70 Jewish and non- 
Jewish refugees who have experienced Nazi persecution 
It is the most modernly equipped factory of its kind. Every 
workman emploved by the company is a refugee. Indeed. 
it can be said that it is the first and only factory for refugees 
which has been set up in Britain since the war 

At the official opening last week, there were present the 
Belgian Prime Minister, M. Pierlot: the Minister for Forcign 
Affairs, M. Spaak: the Minister for Finance, M, Gutt: and 
the Burgomaster of Antwerp, M. Camille Huysmans Ihe 
British Minister of Labour; Mr. Bevin, and Dr. Hugh Dalton, 
Minister for Economic Warfare, were represented 

Another unique fact about the factory is that it is the only 
one in the world where all the four opcrations—sawing, cutting, 
polishing, and cleaning—are done in the one building 

| was told by the Manager, M. Henri Polak, that if they 
could get the other workmen who are now in France over to 
this country, they could provide work for them all Those 
empioved are of Dutch, Polish, and Czech nationality. and most 
of them are Jews. M. Polak, who 1s himself a Jew, escaped 
from Brussels to Le Havre and thence to Toulouse, Bordeaux, 
and London, He has a brother who was a licutenant in the 
Belgian Army. 

in trying to imtroduce the diamond industry into Britain, 
M. Polak told me, they had the help of Mr. Bevin The 
establishment of the factory ts of particular importance in 
helping to deprive the Nazis who have overrun Holland of 
the possession of the Dutch diamond industry the factory 
is also a potent factor in the British war effort, since a very 
large percentage of the finished stones will go to the United 
States and will bring hard cash to the coffers of this country. 


A EUROPEAN LEGION 
Col. Wedgwood’s “ All-In” Plan 


A European Legion in which every friendly foreigner 
could be usefully employed and relieved of all restrictions 
is demanded by Colonel Josiah C. Wedgwood, M.P.. in 
TIME AND Tipe. 

The Legion should consist of various sections. A military 
section would include the Pioneer Corps, the Polish Army, the 
Czech, Dutch, and Norwegian Forces, the French Forces 
directed by General de Gaulle and those parts of the Foreign 
Legion who are at present in this country, and a further force 
consisting of many first-class officers and soldiers who are 
refugee. enemy aliens and who could be more usefully employed 
in the fighting services than im the Pioneer Corps 

A semi-military section would allow the employment of 
foreigners as rescue workers, auxiliary firemen, stretcher- 
bearers, etc., particularly where there ts a shortage of ARP. 
workers. 

A civil section might: mclude doctors, dentists, scientists, 
research workers, and persons working in industry, trade, and 
agriculture, nurses, teachers, and professional workers. Journa- 
lists, authors, and politicians could be organised under the 
Ministry of Information. 

In addition to providing friendly aliens and akens of enemy 
nationality with a dignified status, the European. Legion would 
have an inspiring effect on tts members and on thei friends 
who still live on the Continent, Colonel Wedgwood concludes. 
it could help greatly in demonstrating to the world that Britain 
is carrying on the struggle not only as a war of Britain against 
Germany, but as a war of the forces of freedom everywhere 
against tyranny.

“RELEASE ALL ALIENS WHO ARE 
FRIENDLY ” 


League of Nations Union Demand 


A resolution, moved by Lord Lytton, and passed by the 
General Council of the League of Nations Union, urges 
the Government to include among the categories of eligi- 
bility for the release of interned aliens those who can satisly 
a Tribunal that “they are so friendly towards this country 
and so sympathetic towards the Allied cause that they 
can safely be released without prejudice to the national 
interest.” 

In moving the resolution, Lord Lytton, while expressing 
appreciation of the sympathetic spirit of Mr. Morrison's recent 
speeches in Parliament, said that the cumbersome machinery 
for the release of internees ought to be accelerated, otherwise 
it might be a long time before all those entitled to thei release 
obtained it 

So far, said Lord Lytton. it seemed that an alien was released 
only on compassionate grounds or if he were useful to us or 
were distinguished—that is to say, emher on selfish or on 
snobbish grounds The test should be whether he desired our 
victory. Any alien who wanted Germany to win should remain 
interned, no matter how distinguished he might be 

“ All we have asked is that the Government should find out 
who are their friends and who are not.’ Lord Lytton concluded. 
“ There is no ‘sentiment about this: we ask on. grounds of 
sanity only.”

No Pandering To Fifth Column 


In a crisis, with Fifth Column elements knocking about, 
the Government had to be strong in such matters, or it 
would be dangerous for the State and the cause. 

On the question of legal assistance, he said there had 
been a number of cases where it was agreed to by the 
tribunal. But if there were to be lawyers on both sides, 
the procedure would be five, six, or ten times as long. 

Regulation 18b was not classical Liberalism: it was war 
legislation. When the House passed it they knew that 
normal legal procedure would not do. 

There had been a good deal of criticism of Sir John 
Anderson. Sir John was a liberal-minded man. If any- 
body suggested he was tyrannical or black-hearted or put 
people in detention for the fun of it, they didn’t know the 
man. 

Further exchanges went on, but the Home Secretary 
held his ground. When Mr. Bevertey Baxter (Con., 
Wood Green) suggested that he was playing right into the 
hands of men like Mr. Joseph Kennedy, who said that 
democracy had ceased in this country, he refused to be 
moved from his view by considerations of Mr. Kennedy. 
If the tribunal thought that In a given case the person 
should have the opportunity of fortifying himself with 
legal assistance he could have it, but to make it a general 
instruction would be inappropriate in this class of pro- 
cedure and would jam the machine. 


THE JEWS IN POLAND 


A reference to Poland was made by Mr. J. Maxrown (1.L.P., 
Bridgcton, Glaszow) when he supported his Party s peace 
motion which was so decisively rejected by the House of Com- 
mons last week He said that in his opinion Poland had no 
right to the Corridor because of the way she treated the Jews. 
He wanted the Jew and the Socialist to have the mght to live 
freely and to work inside Polish fronticrs, whoever the nominal 
rulers mught be. 

Mr. Arriee, in replying for the Government, said on this 
point: “ The hon. Member says. that he wants liberty for the 
Jews and the Poles. What does he do to secure that hberty? 
He sits by and always takes up an attitude of compicte 
irresponsibility.” 


PALESTINE MUNITIONS 


Fart Wrererton asked the Under Secretary for the Colonies 
in the Howse last week what use was being made of the 
industrial resources of* Palestine to provide munitions and 
supplres for our war effort 

Mr. Hatt: The potentialities of Palestine as a supplier of 
certain war materials both for this country and for the use of 
military forces on the spot have not been overlooked. The 
High Commissioner has apponted an Industrial Production 
Advisory Board and delegates from Palestine have participated 
in the recent Eastern Group Conference at Delhi. It would 
not be in the public interest to give details of actual supplies. 

Earl Winterton asked if they were to infer that there had 
been no actual development; and could the Under-Secretary 
say why, in the desperate need of the Empire for supplics at 
the present time, fourteen months had elapsed before there had 
been any development? 

Mr. Hall: It is not suggested that no developments have 
taken place. If Lord Winterton looks at the reply to. his 
question on October 16 he will see that some developments 
have been obtained in Palestinc. 

Coronet WepGcwoop: Is it not true that no help in ary 
way was given by the Government? 


ALIEN DOCTORS 


Sir H.. Morris-Jones (Lib. Nat., Denbigh) asked the Home 
Secretary whether, considering the great need for additional 
trained medical personnel both for the services and civilian 
life, he will sanction, for the period of the war, the entry to 
the Medical Register of doctors of Allied countries fighting 
with us, who are of proved medical attainments and bona fides, 
in view of the fact that there are in this country at present 
many physicians and surgeons of European renown who are 
debarred from rendering the services they desire to the Allied 
mt wn) and that many of them depend on charity for their 
iving’ 

Miss HorssruGu (Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health): I have been asked to reply. My right hon. Friends 
concerned are giving this question sympathetic consideration. 


DISCRIMINATION 


Recently a Jew in the East End—a first-rate social worker— 
was provisionally appointed Assistant Superintendent to an 
important institution for the homeless. This young man, before 
taking up this temporary post. made inquiries to assure himself 
that no racial discrirhination would operate when the appoint- 
ment had to be confirmed.

INQUIRY INTO PATRIA DISASTER 
Government Commission Appointed 


A Commission of Inquiry into the circumstances of the 
sinking of the Patria in Haifa Harbour last month has 
been set up by the Palestine Government. Its members, 
appointed by the High Commissioner, and announced in an 
Extraordinary Gazette, are Judge Alan Rose, Brigadier- 
General Angus J}. McNeill, and Commander J. L. Edwards. 

The Commission will inquire into and report on the causes 
and circumstances of and the responsibility for the sinking 
of the Patria, also on the steps taken beforchand for the safe- 
guarding of the ship and its passengers and subsequent steps 
taken for their rescue, 

Salvage work on the sunk steamer has been continued unre- 
mittingly, and it is reported that up to mid-week this week 
56 bodies had been recovered : 

Among those identified further are Adolf Arno (38), from 
Germany, a woman named Holzer, Kurt Halfeld (50), of 
Nordhausen, and Dr. Bernard Bergman (55), a former Judge, 
of Higdenburg, Silesia 

Relicf work is proceeding throughout the Yishuv for the 
refugees who were rescued and are now detained in the camp 
at Athht, and food and clothing in great quantities are being 
provided. Many committees have been set up all over the 
country. 

The Government has sanctioned the opening of a schoo! for 
children at Athlit, and the Jewish Agency has appointed a 
teacher and two kindergarten ourses to take up then duties 
immediately. 


PALESTINE AND THE WAR EFFORT 
Opportunity for Maximum Contribution 


On the return to Jerusalem of the Palestine delegation 
which attended the New Deihi Conference. an official 
announcement, made by Mr. Creofirey Walsh, Economic 
Adviser to the High Commissioner, stated that Palestine 
would be given an opportunity to make the maximum 
contribution in the war effort by way of increasing proeduc- 
tion of war materials. (The conference at New Delhi, 
India, at which Palestine’s two representatives were Mr. 
Walsh and Mr. Julius Jacobs, studied the co-ordination of 
war supplies in Empire countries.) 

Ihe official announcement emphasises that important help 
was furnished at the Delhi Conference by Mr. Eliyahu Gold- 
berg in regard to the export of optical instruments from Tel- 
Aviv. Mr... Goldberg had joined the Palestine delegation at 
the request of the Minister of Supply m Great Britain. 


EMERGENCY TAX CAMPAIGN 


To obtain at least £24,000 monthly is the objective of 
the Kofer Hayishuv, the Yishuv’s self-imposed Emergency 
Tax, stated Mr. Suprasky, the Chairman, at a press con- 
ference. last week in Tel-Aviv, when the new year’s cam- 
paign Of the Tax was opened. 

After outlining plans for raising revenue, Mr. Suprasky stated 
that no less than £40,000 of the moncy raised through the 
Emergency Tax had been spent on unemployment and other 
relief work. 


GALLANTRY RECOGNISED 


Two Palestine recruits and five Palestinian civilians are the 
first to receive official recognition in war-time for their gallantry 
and devotion to duty during the air raid on Haifa on July 24. 
One Jewish soldier and three: Jewish civilians are among their 
number. They assisted in fighting fires during the.raid, and 
their courage and devotion will be recorded on -their documents. 


3,600 INTERNED AT ATHLIT 


The last of the illewal immigrants from the s.s. Atlantic were 
transterred to Athiit last week. The internment camp there 
now houses over 3,600 “ illegal "’ immigrants who arrived during 
November, states a Jewish Teiegraphic Agency message from 
Jerusalem.

MR. HARRY KOSKY, J.P. 


Communal and Municipal Worker 


The death of Mr. Harry Kosky, J.P., well known for 
his communal activities and for his municipal work in 


Stepney, occurred last Saturday 
at the age of 66. 

Mr Kosky was born in London. 
| and was educated at the Jews’ Free 
School, an institution for which he 
always retained a great affection, 
serving in later years on its Com- 
mittee. He first obtained municipal 
honours in 1903, when he was 
elected for the East Ward (White- 
chapel) on the Stepney Borough 
Council. Since then he served on 
all its Committees, and was Chair- 
man of the General Purposes, 
Electricity, Public Libraries, and 
Public Health Committees. In 
1913 he represented the Council at 
the Public Health Congress in Paris. 
In 1922 he was elected Mayor of Stepney, and in 1925 he 
was clected an Alderman of the Council. He was appointed 
a J.P. for London in 1919 : 

Early in his career, Mr. Kosky became interested in the 
Great Garden Street Talmud: Torah, and remained actively 
associated with it for many years, for some time as President 
and for ten years as Treasurer. In 1934. on his completion 
of 30 years’ service to the institution, he and Mre. Kosky 
were presented with a silver Menorah. He was founder and 
President of the Victoria and Chelsea Associate Synagogue, 
and for a number of years he represented the Great Svyna- 
gogue on the Council of the United Synagogue. He was 
elected a Vice-President of the Federation of Synagogues in 
1923, but resigned this position in 1925, at the time when Lord 
Swaythling resigned his Presidency, on account of internal 
dissensions 

Mr. Maurice Benjamin, Secretary of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians, writes: 

As Secretary of the Great Garden Street Talmud Torah. I 
saw him almost every day for 20 years, and later—until illness 
interfered some four years ago—le rarely missed paying me a 
weekly visit at my office at “The Board.” He was one of 
the kindest-hearted men | have ever met. His generosity wa’ 
unbounded and his charity undenominational and unlimited. 
He contributed generously, often anonymously, to every deserv- 
ing cause, and was always ready to assist private individuals 
who needed. help but could not face disclosing their position 
to public charity. He deplored the scant support accorded the 
Talmud Torahs in the East End, and it was principally from 
his own friends that he raised without public appeal over 
£8 000 to acquire a disused London County Council Schoo! 
in Hanbury Street, to which the Classes were transferred from 
the uneatisfactory premises in Great Garden Street. As the 
first Jewish Mayor of Stepney, he was an outstanding success. 
In all his communal and municipal activities he was helped 
and encouraged by his wife and children 


Tue Rev. H. writes: 


By the death of Mr. Harry Kosky, the Victoria and Chelsea 
Synagogue has suffered an irreparable loss. He was its founder, 


and President since 1915, and so intimately was he associated 
with it that it was impossible to think of the one without the 
other. He will be greatly missed by every member. 

He was for many years President of the Social and Literary 
Society, took a keen personal interest in the choir, which was 
formed at his suggestion, and in the children of the Hebrew 
and Religion Classes. 

In charitable causes his name was a byword. No poor man 
or deserving cause was ever brought to his notice in Vain. 


MR. HARRIS GOLDSTEIN 


Liverpool Communal Worker, Wife, and Children 
Killed in Raid 


The death, as the result of the Nazi bombing of Liver- 
pool, of Mr. Harris Goldstein is reported by our Liverpool 
Correspondent in Provincial News. THe Rev. S, CASHDAN, 
Minister of the Great Synagogue, Grove Street, Liver- 
pool, sends the following tribute: 

Ihe whole Jewish Community in this city was stupefied when 
they heard the tragic news that Mr. and Mrs. H. Goldstein and 
their children, Barry and Betty, were victims of the brutal 
Nazis’ indiscriminate bombing of civilians. 

Mr. Goldstein was one of the most active communal workers 
in this city. He was on the Exccutive of more than a dozen 
Jewish traditional and charitable institutions. Whatever office 
he undertook he brought to it so much vitality that the institu- 
tion became ‘part of his life. He was President of the Great 
Synagogue, Grove Street, for the past 15 years. His life and 
soul were in the Synagogue. Mr. Goldstein was the Treasurer 
of the Liverpool Jewish Sachs Committee. The Baths would 
have been closed some years ago if not for his unflagging 
energy and geencrous financial support 

Liverpool Jewry mourns the loss of both a great communal 
worker and a generous benefactor, a rare combination. The 
sympathy of the Commilnity is cxtended to his surviving 
children and other relatives :

She is survived by six 
daughters, the eldest of whom is Mrs. Newman, wife of Rabbi 
Dr. J. Newman, of the Notting Hill Synagogue, while three 
others are doctors of medicine: and by three sons, two of 
whom are Rabbi Dr. L. Rabinowitz, of the Cricklewood Syna- 
gogue, now Chaplain to the Forces, and Rabbi E. S. Rabinowitz, 
of the Old Hebrew Congregation, Newcastle-on-Tyne. 


DR. BERNARD REVEL 
Head ot New York Yeshiva 


A leading American Rabbinical educator died last week 
in New York in the person of Dr. Bernard Revel, Presi- 
dent of the Isaac Elchanan Theological Seminary of New 
York.

Hungarian Rabbi and Poet 


Hungarian Jewry is mourning the death, at the age of 
71. of Dr. Arnold Kiss, Chief Rabbi of the Buda Progres- 
sive Jewish Community. 

Dr. Kiss. who was born at Ungvar, published over twerity 
volumes of poems, novels, and essays on Hebrew and Yiddish 
literature. He translateu the works of Yehuda Halevi, Solomon 
ibn Gabirol, the Song of Solomon, Kohelieth, the Psalms, and 
the poems of the Yiddish poct, Morris Rosenfeld, into Hun- 
marian. prayer-book “ Miryam” ran to many cditions.

Seminary, and Vice-President of the Hungarian Rabbinical 
Association, and was a member of the Executive of the 
Hungarian Jewish Literary Society, Dr. Kiss was a famous 

ulpit orator, and a collection of his sermons has been pub- 
lished in book form. Some of his writings were transiated 
into German by his mother, Elisheva: 

The funeral was attended by representatives of numerous 
Jewish Communities and organisations, and the funcral service 
was conducted by Dr. Simon Hevesi, Chief Rabbi of the Pest 
Jewish Community.

Positive Help in the Problem 
From Dr. LEON ZEITTLIN 
To the Editor of THe Jewtsn CHRONICLE 


Sin,-| hope | am not trespassing upon your mduigence in 
stressing the advisability of setting up a committee of some 
refugees of repute to render positive service in addition to the 
negative service of preventing Nazi agents from escaping from 
internment 

ast week's constructive discussion in Parliament on refugee 
internments seems to indicate that now may be the right 


moment for such a proposal. Mr. Morrison's decision to bring © 


in an expert organiser to look over the Aliens Department ts 
certainly an excellent one. But | am rather doubtful whether 
it ws quite fair to make of “ red-iape bureaucracy the exclu- 
sive scapegoat for undue delays and other mistakes of the 
internment policy. We should not forget that in war-time— 
and that applies especially to a “total war "--the members 
of the civil service, of whose efficiency and willingness there 
cannot be the slightest doubt, have to face an abundance of 
new and intricate tasks, absolutely unfamiliar to them 

Public opinion welcomes in such times “ unorthodox ” 
methods and expedients to overcome unavoidable’ war 
emergencies. For this reason | could imagine that the expert 
in organisation who has been appointed would be in a position 
to communicate in an informal way with such a commitice of 
refugees as | have in mind Thus potential administrative, 
legal,.or other difficulties in setting up such a committee might 
easily be overcome 

[ anticipate the objection that there are. already sufficient 
committees in existence dealing with refugee affairs. But the 
case for making use of refugees themselves rests mainly on 
two points. which, | do hope, are rather convincing: 

First: Never since refugees were compelled for political, 
national. racial. or religious reasons to leave their home country, 
and accept thankfully the generous hospitality of Great Britai, 
have they been regarded as “ enemy aliens.” Is it, therefore, 
too immodest a claim, if they want to have a chance to state 
their own case, instead of being treated as merely “ objects " 
of legislation? 

Secondly: With the assistance of such a committee of 
refugees, the Central Register of Aliens, of which little use 
has been made so far. could be developed as a useful source 
for constructive co-operation in the national effort,

Rumanian Jews Prevented from 
Leaving 


While Rumanian Jews, fearful of new outbreaks, are 
trving to leave the country in large numbers, the Govern- 
ment has issued an order forbidding Rumanian ships to 
take Jewish passengers or emigrants on board. The 
official reason. is the alleged activity of “ pro-British 
Jewish spies on Rumanian ships and in Rumanian ports. 
It is believed in Bucharest that this infamous order was 
issued at the instigation of the Nazis. 

All ships used or owned by companies with Jewish share- 
holders have been seized 

A Budapest report says that many Jews are trymeg to acquire 
documents showing Bessarabian origin and thus escape into 
Soviet territory 

Arrangements have been made, says the Nazi Press, to deport 
to Poland all Polish-Jewish refugees found in Rumania. They 
will have to answer for the “ crime” of having escaped with 
their capital and valuables 

The (United States, Argentine, Turkish, Greek, and Yugo- 
slav Consulates are besieged by Jews secking visas to enable 
them to emigrate The Turkish Consulate w« willine to grant 
transit visas to Jews who can obtain permits to enter Palestine. 

In the present Rumanian tragedy there ts. still a bright 
side: large numbers of Rumanians are expressing their indig- 
nation agamst the anti-Jewish roters During the pogroms, 
many non-Jdws gave shelter to Jews to save .them from the 
hands of the hooligans 


JEWS IN HUNGRY HUNGARY 
Food and Fuel Cut Down 


There is a shortage of food and coal in Hungary; and 
so the Jews are to go hungrier and colder than the rest 
of the population 

A number of municipalities have completely forbidden the 
use of coal by Jews, who will have to burn wood to heat 
their homes this winter. And some of the municipalities have 
even restricted the use of .wood by Jews. 

Jews’ food rations, too, are being cut, and in. some places 
they are being given distinctive ration cards. Orthodox Jews 
are having their ration cards for fats withdrawn 

Count Teleki, the Prime Minister, speaking .in Parliament, 
has declared that the Jewish question was one of the most 
pressing. The Government wanted, he said, to prevent the 
500,000 Jews living in Hungary from mixing with the 
Hungarian nation 


CZECH JEWS’ SAVINGS STOLEN 
Nazi “ Trustees ” 


Wholesale financial restrictions on the Jews in the Czech 
Protectorate are announced in the Prague Never Tac. 
Jews and persons married to Jews are forbidden to retain 
ready money exceeding 3,000 crowns, and must deposit 
amounts in excess of this in savings banks. Jewish businesses 
are allowed to retain cash to an amount not exceeding 
a years sales. The savings bank books must be surren- 
dered to the -Ministry of -Finance this week, and amounts 
to their credit will be transferred to blocked accounts to 
be administered by German-appointed trustees. 

_An order issued by the Protectorate authorities limits pen- 
sions payable to Jews to a maximum of 50,000 crowns annually. 

While the Czechs have been told by the Naropni Lisry, of 
Prague, that it is their “ obvious duty ” to hoist the swastika 
flag when beflagging is ordered all over the Reich, Jews and 
Jewish businesses are forbidden to hoist flags at all. This must 


be the only “restriction” that Czech Jews will be glad to 
accept! 


SLOVAKIAN “ PURGE” 


M. Sano Mach, the Slovak Minister for Home Affairs, has 
announced at a public meeting that the Slovak nation will be 
freed from “ Jewish parasites” quickly and thoroughly. He 
ventured no opinion on the future of the Nazi parasites who 
now dominate the life of his country. 

The Bratislava Press reports that measures have been taken 
in Eastern Slovakia to hasten the transfer of Jewish enter- 
prises to “ Aryans.” 

Over 8,000 Slovak Jews, aged 18 to 50. have been sent to 
forced labour battalions and are being compelled to work 
long hours under appalling conditions under the cruel super- 
vision of the Hlinka Guards. 


LOYAL YUGOSLAV JEWRY 


The Jews of Yugoslavia have fully participated in the recent 
national celebrations of the anniversary of the creation of the 
United Kingdom of Serbia, Croatia, and Slovenia. Special 
services were held in the Synagogues, and were attended by 
Jews who served in the last war and by Jews now serving in 
the Yugoslav Army. 

Prince Regent Paul received a delegation of the Jewish Com- 
munities, headed by Chief Rabbi Dr. A. Alkalay, and thanked 
the Jews for their loyalty. 


THE WANDERING NAZI 
Anti-Jewish Exhibition Tours the Balkans 


The Nazi invaders have brought to the Rumanian zone 
of Transylvania their shameful “ Wandering Jew ’ exhibition, 
which has already been shown throughout the territories 
tyviously gained. It has been shown in the present tour, 

biu, Brasov, and Timisoara, and elsewhere in town halls, 
theatres, and cinemas. The income derived from the exhibi- 
tion goes towards the Nazi Winter Relief‘ Fund in Germany, 


and so the Nazis have a double motive in persuading the 


Rumanians to visit it. 

It is announced by the Nazi organ the Bucuarester Tace- 
BLATY that the exhibition will soon be shown in Bucharest and 
in many other towns in Old Rumania. 

In striking contrast, the Hungarian Government (says a 
Budapest report) has rejected a request by Hungarian Nazis 
to permit them to bring the exhibition to Budapest. The 
Nazis actually offered to devote the proceeds to the poor, but 
the Government objected that the show might result in grave 


the capital. 


FRANCE’S DACHAU 
13,000 Internees at Pau Hell-Camp 


Jewish exiles from Germany continue to arrive in the 
new internment camp opened near Pau, ir the Pyrenees, 
where 13.000 Jewish refugees and exiles from the Third 
Reich and anti-Nazi non-Jewish refugees are already herded 
together under most unhealthy conditions in dirty and 
verminous huts. The food allowed to the prisoners 1s poor 
and totally inadequate, and epidemics raging in the camp 
have caused many deaths 

An article in the Dany TetecrarpH AND MORNING Post, 
describing the Pau camp as a “ second Dachau,” says that 
many of the prisoners have died from exposure. There is 
typhus in one section, which is quarantined Some of . the 
prisoners died from pneumonia after their arrival, for they were 
entrained for the camp from Germany without an opportunity 
to take the barest necessities. They included the old and 
infirm. and even babies. When one train was unloaded four 
dead were found 

it is estimated that this living tomb at Pau can take 22,000 
people altogether 


VICHY JEW-LAW FOR TUNIS 
** Jewish Supporters” of de Gaulle 


A Vichy communiqué states that the French Jew-law, 
which is already in forcé in other French colonies, has 
now been promulgated in Tunisia Jlewish population about 
$9.500). The internal organisation ‘of the Jewish Com- 
munity is to remain unaffected 

The Nazi-controlled Brussels wireless station has quoted a 
report from Hanoi, French Indo-China, to the effect that 
Admiral Decoux, the Governor General, has dismissed a large 
number of Jewish officials who were allegedly trying to cause 
disaffection and were co-operating with General de Gaulic. 

In France itself, a number of Jewish socic!l workers have 
been arrested, including Dr. Julius Brutzkus, Vice-President of 
the Ose Wewish Health Society): He is still in custody. Mr. 
Israc! Coralnik, General Secretary of the Ort tSociety for 
Promoting Aericulture and Handicrafts among Jews), Mr. 
Goldmann, the Secretary: Mr. Constantin. Leites, member 
of the Ort Council: and Mr. Salomon Dyck. the well-known 
agricultural expert, were arrested and then released alter vary- 
ing periods of detention 

The office of the Hias-Ica Emigration Association (Hicem) 
and of the Joint Distribution Committee in Marseilles have 
been raided by the authorities and officials and members of 
the stall questioned. No explanation for the raid has been 
given 

From occupied France come reports of a wholesale round- 
up of Jews of Polish origin. It is stated that they have been 
loaded like cattle imto railway trocks and transported to 
Poland 

Chief Rabbi Julien Weill, of Paris, has refused a German 
request that he should form a “ responsible Jewish organisa- 
tion,” on the grounds that the Jews of France are not a 
national minority but only a religious community. 


PETAIN’S OVERSIGHT 


lt has been announced from Vichy that M..Mandel. the forme: 


Minister of the Interior. whose trial on charges of “war guilt’ 
is scheduled, with that of M. Léon Blum, to begin about the 
middie of this month, has been removed from his office as 
Mayor of the town of Soulac, near Bordeaux. This action 
would, apparently, have been taken long ago had it not been 
for an oversight 

Addressing a mecting of Press representatives at Dijon, M. 
Flandin, the former French Minister, accused the Jews and 
Freemasons of responsibility for the war. In 1936. he said. 
“ mysterious forces began to get busy throughout the world 
with a view to provoking a European war and thus “ stabilising 
the rule of Jewry and Freemasonry.” 


The British MepicaL JOURNAL reports that Dr. Berthou, head 
of the Jewish Hospital in Paris, has committed suicide. 
State Councillors Georges Salvador, Jacques Heilbronner, 


and Pierre Seligmann have retired from office as a result of the 
operation of the Vichy Jew-law. 


UNDERGROUND BELGIUM 
Leaflets Against Anti-Semitism 


Belgian Labour and Socialist leaders, werking in secret, 
have issued a stirring appeal to the people against Jew- 
baiting. In simple and effective language it denounces the 
alliance of the Rexist traitors and the Nazi invaders. and 
urges the Belgians to destroy the Rexist Party, sabotage 
the Nazi regime, and befriend the persecuted Jews. The 
public is reminded of the fact that, unlike the Rexist 
traitors, the Jewish soldiers fought bravely to repel the 
Nazi invaders. 

The appeal, which has been widely distributed among the 
masses, is in reply to a speech delivered by Léon Degrelle, 
the Rexist leader, at a gathering of his followers in Charleroi. 
Fearing popular outbursts against them, the Rexists met secretly, 
but the Nazi-controlled wireless broadcast Degrelle’s pro- 
nouncement, in which he advocated the extermination of the 
Jews and pro-British elements and co-operation with the Nazis. 

Apparently impressed by the reluctance of the Belgians to 
adopt the Nazi way of thinking, the invaders are now trying 
to capture the youth. At the University of Ghent, a Chair has 
been established for anti-Jewish propaganda; and Nazi organs 
announce the dismissal of all Jewish professors, lecturers 
teachers, and students from universities and high schools. j

Public Against Anti-Semitism 


It is not only the Italian generals who are in Mussolini’s 
bad books. The state of mind of the population, too, 
is causing the authorities concern. The people simply 
refuse to hate the Jews. 

The Recime Fasctsta, whose editor is the notorious anti- 
Semite Roberto Farinacci, brings the matter into the open by 
denouncing Milan citizens for their hesitancy in attributing 
the war to “ international Jewry.’ The reproof is based. the 
Paper says, on the frequency with which the Milanese, when 
devoting their noon-day Icisure to the discussion of the reasons 
that have impelled Italy to take up arms on the side of 
Germany, use such words as “ capitalism ” and “ plutocracy,” 
whereas the word “Jew” hardly ever enters into the 
conversation. 

It is easy to understand,” Reomae Fascista complains, 
™ that the bourgeoisie, who owe their former privileges to the 
French Revolution, which was engineered by the Jews, find 
anti-Semitism inconvenient. They prefer not to speak of it. 
How much international, economic, and Masonic complicity 
there must be when so many bourgeois hasten to change the 
conversation whenever they hear Jews accused of responsibility 
for the war! Let us be grateful if they do not at once turn 
compassionate towards the Jews!” 


A number of Jewish refugees in Italy who were born in the 
Soviet-occupied zone of Poland are stated to have applied to 
Moscow for protection. The Sovict Embassy has issued. them 
with provisional citizenship documents, on the strength of 
which they are not being molested by the police. 


WHY DUTCH UNIVERSITY WAS CLOSED 
DOWN 


The Nazis have now given the reason for the closing down 
of the famous University and Technical High School at Leyden, 
in Holland, by the Commissioner for Administration and Justice. 
It is that the students “ sided with the Jews” in opposing the 
recent anti-Jewish legislation. themselves from

BULLYING LITTLE LIECHTENSTEIN 


Dr. Goebbels's elephantine propaganda machine has inaugu- 
rated a campaign against the authorities of the. tiny Principality 
of Liechtenstein, which is accused of thwarting Nazi efforts to 
eradicate Shechita in Europe 

The authorities of the Principality staunchly adhere to the 
view that Jews must retain the right to slaughter animals in 
accordance with their rites: and as a result—so the Nazis say— 
Liechtenstein has become a centre for the distribution of 
kasher meat in the various countries where, under Hitlerist 
inspiration, Shechita is banned. The Nazis say that they 
cannot permit Liechtenstein to “ flout ™ them any. longer, and 
that a ban on Shechita must be introduced forthwith. 


ANTI-NAZIS IN DENMARK 

There have been many arrests of Jews by the Nazi authorities 
in Copenhagen in connection with recent = anti-Nezi 
demonstrations. 

The Nazi authorities accuse the Jews of having played an 
important part in the demonstrations, and are trying to per- 
suade the Danish people that the Jews are the chief instigators 
of the opposition movement. But the Danes ridicule this anti- 
Jewish propaganda and continue to act in such a manner as 
os leave no doubt in the minds of the Nazis that they are still 

ated. 


JEWISH TRIBUTES TO GREECE 


A largely attended mecting took place last week in Tel- 
Aviv at which Jewish speakers paid a tribute to the bravery 
of the Greek people. The Greek Consul-General in Palestine 
was present, and thanking the Jews for their cordial greetings, 
emphasised that Greece, too, was fighting for the liberation 
of the world from racialism and 4yranny together with Great 
Britain. The Consul-General affirmed that the Greek Jews, 
who enjoyed full equality, had distinguished themselves in their 
fight against the) Italians. 

A resolution pledging Greck Jews to do all in their power 
to aid Greece in her struggle has been passed by the Com- 
mittee for Aiding Jewish Refugees, says an Athens report. 
resolution specially appeals to the Jews of North and South 
America to come to the aid of those of their coreligionists wiic 
have escaped from persecution and found refuge in Greece.

Senate Rejects Immigration Ban

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WITHIN THE NEW SOVIET FRONTIER 
Zionist Property Confiscated 


The Soviet Government announces the confiscation of the 

operty of a number of organisations in the territory annexed 

y it in Poland, Bessarabia, and Northern Bukovina. Amon 
the organisations are 42 Jewish political, economic, nal 
charitable bodies, including the Bund 
(Jewish Socialist Party). 

In Lithuania, the position of the Jewish middlemen, who 
formed a large proportion of Lithuanian Jewry, is described 
as little short of desperate. Small shops are allowed to con- 
tinue to function, but this permission is only temporary, to 
cover the period of their liquidation, since they are unable to 
obtain further supplies of merchandise. 


SOVIET FARMERS 
The Mountain Jews of the Caucasus 


Caucasian Mountain Jews from the Daghestan province have 
scored a noteworthy success at the Moscow Agricultural 
Exhibition. 

The exhibit of the “ Kaganovich ” unit of collective farms, 
organised by a group of these Jews, is reported to be the most 
attractive in. the Caucasion pavilion of the Exhibition. It con- 
tains particularly fine specimens of grapes and vegetables grown 
at the collective farms, which have shown a remarkable 
development since their establishment ten years ago 

The mountain Jews are those Caucasian Jews who live in 
some of the villages and towns of the province: cf Dhagestan, 
Torsk, and Kuban, and who speak an Iranian dialect. tn pre- 
Soviet Russia there was a strong Zionist current among them, 
amd a delegation of Caucasian Jews, dressed in their pictur- 
esque costumes, attracted much attention at the Second Zionist 
Congress in Basle. 

To-day. the. wines they produce are famous.throughout the 
Caucasus. Soon their collective farm system, which now 
covers 190 acres, is to include a dairy farm.

THE BIBLIOPHILES 

Over sixty thousand volumes have been confiscated by the 
Nazis from the libraries of the Aliliatice Israélite Universelle 
and the Paris Yeshiva. They include the original protocols of 
the Sanhedrin, the Jewish Council, convened by Napoleon in 
1807 to discuss the position of French Jewry 

Another 5,000 rare Hebrew books and manuscripts have 
been taken away by the Nazis from the old Jewish Library 
and archives in Cracow. The books were taken to the 
Jagelion University Library in Cracow, where Polish books 
and documents are already kept under Nazi supervision. 
According to reports, the Germans are to place these books 
and manuscripts on the market in the United States, where, 
it is said, a number of rare Jewish documents from Prague 
libraries have already been sold and have fetched large sums 
for Hitler's coffers. 

Among the Hebrew documents stolen by the Nazis in Cracow 
are some dating back to the Iith and 12th centuries, when the 
Jews founded their first Communities in Poland. 


POLISH JEWS AND CIVIL SERVICE 


At a meeting last week of the Inter-Associate Council of 
Polish Jews in Great Britain, following a report by the Presi- 
dent, Dr. I. Schwarzbart (the Jewish representative on the 
Polish National Council), a decision was taken to contact lead- 
ing Jewish bodies in Great Britain with a view to organising 
help for Polish Jewish refugees in Palestine. It was also 
decided to approach the Polish Government to enable a special 
delegate of the Council to visi Portugal to investigate the 

sition of several hundreds of Polish Jews stranded in 

ortugal. The Council discussed the urgent need for the crea- 

tion of a special Jewish Research Centre in London, as well 
as a proposal to approach the Polish Government to accept Jews 
as civil servants and members of the Polish diplomatic and 
consular services. The B.B.C. is to be approached about the 
possibility of organising Yiddish broadcasts. 


BINOCULARS FOR BRITAIN 


The American Jewish Congress is undertaking the collection 
of serviceable prismatic binoculars to be sent to Great Britain 
for use for civil defence, and has issued an appeal to its 
members to contribute 


JEWS IN AMERICAN CALL-UP 


Young American Jews shouldered their full share of 
the task of preparing for the defence of their country when 
the induction of recruits into the Army under the Selective 
Service Law began all over the United States, says the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency. 

in New York City about one-third of the 200 men inducted 
during the first day and a like proportion of the 1,917 scheduled 
to leave for training camps during the first week, were Jews. 
The first men to report, too, at the induction centres in Man- 
hattan, Brooklyn, and the Bronx were all Jews.

In Hyde Park, Sydney, the Anzac Buffet daily provides 
thousands of free meals to the men of the A.LF., Navy, and 
Air “Force. The premises proved much too small, and the 
Jewish Community has provided suitable new buildings, to be 
known as the Sir John Monash Recreation Hut and the Anzac 
Buffet. They were officially opened recently by the Governor, 
Lord Wakchurst, who was presented by Sir Samuel Coben, 
on behalf of the Jewish citizens of Sydney, with a cheque 
for £5,000, representing the bulk of the payment for the 
buildings 

Lord Wakehurst paid a tribute to the Sydney Jews for their 
generosity, and to General Sir John Monash. whom he des- 
cribed as the greatest soldicr Australia has produced. 

Also present at the ceremony were the Archbishop of Sydney, 
Dr. Mowll: the Rev. Pather Clark, representing Archbishop 
Gilroy: Rabbis Dr. ft. Porusch and M. Schenk; the Attorney- 
General, Sir Henry Manning: and the Minister of Justice. Mr. 
Treatt 

The cost of the buildings was about £6,000, and voluntary 
contributions from the Jewish Community amounted to about 
10s. a head. The recreation hut will seat about 1,000 men 
There is a small- stage for entertainments The new buffet 
will seat about 250 men; and there are reading-rooms, and 
shower-baths available.

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FOUNDATIONS FOR A 
BETTER WORLD 


IN a recent leading article, entitled “The Two 
Scourges,” Tue Times threw out some challenging sug- 
gestions for the new and better world for which we 
are struggling, suggestions which were marked by strik- 
ing foresight, and which, coming from a quarter 
identified in the past with the established order, were 
at once a mark of courage and an omen of success 
for the coming crusade. 

The writer postulated that the twin scourges which 
have most deeply touched the imagination and hurt 
the conscience of the present generation are war and 
unemployment. To war, he held, means to 
create an international order. in which, among other 
things, the unchecked pursuit of national interest will 
be tempered by consciousness of loyalty to some wider

community. To abolish unemployment means to create 
a social order in which the ideas of the nineteenth- 
century democracy are extended fromthe. political to 
the social and economic sphere 
“in which. liberty will imply not so much free- 
dom from interference as a chance for all; equality 
not only equal access to the polling booth and the court 
of law, but equal access to the more restricted field of 
social and economic opportunity: fraternity, not mere 
formal recognition of common citizenship, but a livels 


sense of common responsibility for the well-being of 
the least fortunate.” 


The problem of collective security, the article goes 
on to say, is not so much whether men are prepared 
to sacrifice their lives for other countries. but whether 
they are prepared to sacrifice. some of their profits and 
wages to promote a common welfare in which they 
will eventually share. “No British statesman. has 
hitherto had the courage to oppose a policy advocated 
by British industrialists or British workers on -the 
ground of the injury which it will inflict on the indus- 
tries of France or Belgium or Germany. ... Yet 
there is little doubt that we shall fail to achieve any 
effective international order, or any .alternative to thé 
horror of recurrent war, until we witness some such 
fundamental change, generally and reciprocally among 
the nations, in the scale of values.” And as for the 
problem of unemployment, this can be solved (or trans- 
formed, as at the present: moment, into a technical 
problem of fitting supply to demand) only when we 


recognise in time of peace a social purpose as com- . 


pulsive and as worthy of sacrifice as the purposes of 
war. If, it is contended, in 1930 the manufacturer 
had relinquished a fraction of the profits he agrees to 
forgo at the present time, if the worker had accepted 
similar sacrifice of part of the trade union restrictions 
on conditions of employment, and the consumer had dis- 
pensed with luxuries and lent to the Government to 
finance expenditure from which no material return was 
asked or expected, this would have sufficed to avert 
the unemployment crisis of the ensuing years. In other 
words, the creation of the new social order calls for 
sacrifices of profits and luxuries, rights and privileges: 
and to formulate a social end, other than war, which 
will inspire such sacrifices is the cardinal problem of 
our time. 


The vision thus bodied forth does not, indeed could } 


not, at this stage be concerned with concrete details. 
But, in essence, it must stir a responsive chord of sym- 
pathy in all forward-looking men and men of good 
will. In particular must it arouse the sympathy of Jews 
the world over. For what are these suggestions for 
ridding the world of the scourges of war and unemploy- 
ment if not a call to the social ideals which are the 
very breath and soul of Judaism—what but a summons 
back to the foot of Sinai? Peace, through fraternal 
respect for our neighbours’ rights? This is the very 
core of Jewish teaching, both in the national and inter- 
national spheres. It shines brightly in the spirit of 
universalism with which Jewish law and prayers are 
saturated. The rights of the poor, equality, liberty in 
its fullest sense? These are implicit in the Jewish insis- 


ge 


tence on the dignity of the individual, derived, whoever 
he may be, from his glorious status as a child of God. 
And all these things follow inevitably from the single 
behest of love for our neighbour. Had this Jewish dis- 
pensation been accepted and honestly practised, the 
world-scene to-day would not present its bloody and 
sombre aspect. The stricken Jewries would not be writh- 
ing in a man-made hell. And the rabid and insensate 
nationalism which. holds their fugitives and other 
refugees at bay in so many countries, and the equally 
ruinous sentiment which looks on the foreigner with 
hatred and suspicion, instead of seeing in his prosperity 
an aid to one’s own, would not have wrought the evil 
which lies at its door. The Jewish God is a God of 
Freedom Who brought His people out of Egyptian 
slavery. He alone is the Lord, not the foolish and 
brutish State-idol of Hitler's fashioning. Remember the 
Sabbath Day to keep it holy! It is the worker's charter 
of justice and liberty. Thou shalt not slander, slay, rob, 
or covet! They are the very foundations of fraternity, 
fair play, and human equality—Sinais deathless 
message. 

But these teachings and precepts, which are embodied 
in our contemporary’s new-old order, demand one thing 
if such an order is ever to come to be. Ht is no use 
preaching lines of conduct unless there is the will to 
follow. them, or formulating a.“ social” end as an 
inspiration to sacrifice unless there is a right spirit 
animating men. We are lamentably deceiving ourselves if 
we expect any new and better code of behaviour, any 
new and better social order, to take permanent shape if 
the social conscience is not awakened and does not rule, 
with paramount authority, the actions of nations and 
individuals. Therein lies the master task of to-day and 
to-morrow and perhaps many a day after that. Old 
racial and economic heresies have to be rooted out of 
the souls in which they are embedded. The sense of 
the essential brotherhood of men, brought home for a 
little while only after each recurring war, has to be 
firmly implanted, not mouthed as a respectable piece 
of ethics but grasped and upheld as a guiding and 
indispensable principle. 
be galvanised into life and kept supremely vigorous. 

The truth of the matter is that the spirit must be born 
if the dream of a righteous new order is to emerge 
into the realm of reality. “If Germany... ms ever 
to cease to be a curse to herself and to everyone else,” 
said Sir Robert Vansittart in a recent and most valu- 
able broadcast talk, “she will have to undergo the most 
thorough spiritual cure in history; and part at least of 
that cure will have to be self-administered.” ~The same 
stern doctrine applies, even if not in the same grave 
measure, to all the nations. The spiritual impulse, 
even in lands like our own where social justice has 
made great strides, muSt gather ever greater momentum. 
For “except the Lord build the house, they labour in 
vain that build it.” 


A BOARD OF DEPUTIES EXPERIMENT 


As the result of a postal inquiry recently made, it 
has been found that the majority of the members of the 
Board of Deputies who replied preferred meetings of the 
Board to be held on Wednesdays at 1.30 p.m. instead of, 
as hitherto, on Sunday mornings or afternoons. The official 
announcement of this innovation gives no particulars as to 
the size of the majority or the number: of members who 
replied, but it has nevertheless. been decided, no doubt with 
good warrant, that the new arrangement shall be tried, 
“as an experiment.” It is, of course, easy to pick holes 
in the plan, Only those who are their own masters, it may 
be urged, are in a position to sacrifice a good slice of a 
week-day to the discussion of public affairs, and this would 
mean that those who are “ men” and not “ masters ” would 
be unable to attend. Then again, the attendance of 


provincial members would be rendered difficult and in some’ 


instances perhaps iupossible. Most important of all, it is 
a question whether the limitations of time would not 
interfere with adequate debate, unless a recent suggestion 
were adopted and only one or two leading subjects were 
placed on the agenda. As no hour seems to be fixed for 
the: conclusion of the meeting, there is a danger that the 
attendance will gradually thin down as the hands of the 
clock creep forward, and a state of attendance may be 
reached in which no weighty decisions could therefore be 
taken. Further, given a frequent occurrence of such a 
possibility, the Board would be in some danger*of becoming 
more and more of a debating society. However, the change 
is, as has been said, only an experiment at present, and 
as such worth attempting. 


A DEMOCRATIC TRUST 


Ir is sometimes_asked whether, in present conditions, the 
Board should be” called together at all during the war, 
and whether its full powers should not be delegated “ for 
the duration” to its Executive Committee. Such a step 
might have undesirable results. Apart from other con- 
siderations, the meetings provide a valuable forum for 
consideration of Jewish affairs, from which not only the 
members profit, or at least should do, but the general Jewish 
public as well. The discussions are not only educative, 
but keep alive Jewish public interest in developments

with the methods of other bodies will be an indispensable 


both at home and abroad. Again, to confine the handling 
of Jewish affairs to unreported meetings of a Committee 
would foster suspicion and invite slander outside the 
Community. Further, the periodic summoning of the Board 
is calculated to induce a sense of responsibility in the back- 
bench members, whether they use their opportunity wisely 
or not, and this advantage should not lightly be dispensed 
with. Lastly, whatever the defects of the Board may be 
as a democratic and deliberative body, it does represent 
something more than lip service by Jews to the democratic 
principle—and that is an important thing, having regard to 
the grave uncertainties of the future. Far-reaching move- 
ments and measures may have to be initiated, with which 
it will be of the first importance that the Jewish masses 
should be associated through an effective representative 
body. It would be unfortunate, therefore, if the Board 
should cease to function, as a body, for what may be a 
very lengthy period and the long tradition of representative 
“ government” should thus be broken. 


BARBARISM AT THE PEAK 


Tue Istanbul correspondent of THe Times, after a recital 
of a number of intense cruelties now being practised on 
Rumanian Jews, adds the following poignant incident: 

“One old Rabbi was made to draw a cart while his son 

was compelled to .drive it, whipping his father.” 

Rumania is. of course, now one of Hitler's slave States, 
and must do the bidding of its master. As Jewish school- 
children in Germany have been compelled to listen in the 
presence of their school-mates to bitter hatred and reviling 
of Jews, and as “Aryan™ children have been set 
to spy on their parents at home, there can be no surprise 
at the repetition of this vindictive malignity in a trapped 
and subjugated territory. But the super-savagery of the 
incident above does reveal, im a flash, to the premature 
peace-makers and the faint-hearts the enormity of the thing 
against which all mankind is standing at bay to-day. It 
is a monumental horror, which abolishes the fundamental 
tenderness between parent and child, which knows no 
sense of human decencies, which is dead to honour, mercy, 
and justice, to which nothing in Heaven or earth is sacred, 
and which would make of the world a desolation of dark- 
ness and intolerable misery. How argue with such a system 
or sit in peace with it round a conference table? Woe 
betide the Jews and all peoples if they take no steps to 
ensure that this affront to God and man perish for ever 
from the earth it defiles. 


“LIMPETRY ” IN OFFICE 


Two letters on the subject of the Federation of 
Synagogues, published in recent issues, serve to remind us 
that the question of the administration. of that not 
unimportant religious organisation remains still one of the 
Community 's*many unsolved problems. Some considerable 
time ago, the Beth Din, to which the question was remitted, 
decided that the long-overdue election of honorary officers 
should be held before the end of last year. But last year 
came and went, and the end of this year has also been 
nearly reached, and still there is no election. On the 
contrary, at the last meeting of the Federation Council a 
resolution was put that the old honorary officers should 
be invesied with full powers for the duration of the war, 
and was declared carried (though there is strong dissent 
from that view). In some cases the citing of the war as a 
reason for suspending elections is, of course, valid enough. 
In the case of Parliament, for example, it is obvious that 
they would distract attention from the fateful conflict in 
which the nation is engaged and divert energies which should 
be pooled in the common effort for victory. Nothing com- 
parable with such calamitous results would be involved by 
an election of Federation officers, It might even be 
admitted that m the case of charitable organisations, where 
no vital principle of administration is at issue. the con- 
tinuance in office of existing office-holders could be reason- 
ably acquiesced in. But, so far as the Federation is 
concerned, the. omission to hold elections had existed for 
many years before the war and had raised an acute issue 
of principle. 


THE FAULT OF THE RANK AND FILE 


As our readers may recall, a strong movement was started 
by some members of the Federation to force an election. 
But the war appears to have administered a check to it until 
the recent meeting, when the seemingly somnolent 
dissentients woke up with considerable energy and, let us 
hope, to some purpose. For clearly the present situation 
is a cynical defiance of democratic principles, and unless 
over a considerable field of metropolitan Jewish life 
dictatorship is to be the oddly inappropriate rule, the present 
position cannot be indefinitely prolonged. But it should 
be clearly understood that the failure to end it up till 
now has quite palpably been a failure of the rank and file. 
They stand convicted of a lamentable lack of courage and 
democratic ardour and self-respect. It was because the 
same poor qualities were at work in pre-war Germany that 
democracy fell in that country, and even worse occurred. 
It would be intolerable that the Jews of London should 
suffer, however triflingly by comparison, in the coming 
difficult years, from a similar negligence. In particular these 
years will have to. be years of drastic reorgzaisation in the 
whole wide region of communal effort. If it is to be under- 
taken with any prospect of complete success in the religious. 
sphere a Federation administration that can be accepted as 
interpreting the views of its members and as not out of tufe

Refugee Rabbi's Tribute to Huyton Officials 


[From our Correspondent| 


The Rabbinate of the New Rumanian Synagogue, Man- 
chester, which has been vacant since the departure of Rabbi 
J. Shachter some years ago for Belfast, has now been filled 
by the appointment of Rabpoi Dr. David Ochs, formerly 
Rabbi of the B'nai B'rith Synagogue in Vienna. 

Dr. Ochs. who is 36. hails from Galicia. At the age of 17 
he received Semichah from Rabbi Steinberg (of Brody), and 
later he was granted Rabbinical diplomas by Rabbis Katz 
(of Cvernowitz) and Bakst (of Schauler, Lithuania). He was 
awarded the Doctorate of Philosophy at \Wienna- University 
for a thesis on “ The Reform and Anti-Reform Movements in 
German Jewry in the 19th Century.” Dr. Ochs associated 
himself with the independent orthodox Jewish student move- 
ment in Vienna, and devoted himself particularly to the pro- 
motion of Jewish education among the youth. 

In the year before the war, Dr. Ochs was attached to the 
Beth Din in Vienna, which was at that time engaged in 
advising large numbers of Jews on questions arising from the 
Nazi occupation of Austria and the urgent need for Jewish 
emigration. Nazi storm-troopers stood at the door of the 
Beth Din office in those days and examined all visitors, and 
from time to time demanded to know the details of the Beth 

in’s transactions. Dr. Ochs Synagogue was among those 
burnt by the Nazis in the infamous November pogrom. 

Rabbi Ochs was recently released from Huyton, where he was 
interned for four months. During that period, he frequently 

ave scrmons, Talmud Shiurim,-and lectures to the Jewish 
internees, Dr. Ochs says that the Camp Commandant and his 
fellow-officers at Huyton were very considerate towards the 
Jewish internees and, in particular, gave every facility possible 
for religious observance.

EVACUEE PROBLEMS IN WEST LANCASHIRE 
Sermon Inspires Pooling Plan 
(From our Correspondenit—St. ANNES-ON-SEA) 


The Rev. H. Swift, addressing a congregation at the 
Synagogue, St. Annes-on-Sea, last week on the many dis- 
tressing problems of evacuated coreligionists, urged his 
hearers to do all in their power to give help, both practical 
and spiritual. 

Inspired by the preacher's words, the Executive of the 
Hebrew Congregation are giving thought to a plan whereby 
each Community in the Fylde and nearby districts— 
Blackpool, Lytham St. Annes, Preston, Southport, Lan- 
caster—shall pool resources. 

A leading member of St Annes Community told me of some 
typical cases which demand immicdiate action: Jewish people 
dying in institutions with nobody responsible for the burial; 
an aged Jew seriously ill in an institution, unable to speak or 
understand a word of English: Jewish women and. children 
among the Government-evacuated, without clothing, money, 
and anxious to be placed where they can eat kasher [x 

The suggestion of the St. Annes Executive is that all the dis- 
tricts shall unite in a central board, pool their resources, estab- 
lish a central office at Blackpool with a permanent clerk in 
charge, and arrange for a visiting committee and a visiting 
Minister. To raise the nece<sary funds, the members of each 
Congregation would contribute to the general fund It is 
anticipated that between £500 and £1,000 can be obtained at 
once, so providing for the immediate relief of distressed cases 
in any of the districts ‘ 

A Finance Committee has been formed by the Congregation, 
Mr. H. Weinberg as Chairman and a dozen members, 
and is ready to help a central board formed of various West 
Lancs. Congregations to deal with evacuation probiems.

CARDIFF AND ‘ZIONIST UNITY 
N.Z.O, Chairman’s Appeal

THE EVACUEE AND EDUCATION 
Merseyside Committee’s Problems 
{From our 


The Standing Committee of the Conference of Mersey- 
side Jewish Educational Institutions is to review the prob- 
lems and difficulties arising out of the evacuation of Jewish 
children from Merseyside. Although the Committee is 
able, in the main, to collect data as to the /Jocal and num- 
bers of pupils of various Merseyside Jewish educational 
institutions who have been evacuated, it has been found 
more difficult to obtain such information about Jewish 
pupils arriving from other parts of the country in such 
reception areas. Therefore, the Committee would wel- 
come requests for Jewish teaching from any parents who 
desire it, and would try to arrange either for classes or 
individual tuition. 

Following the evacuation of September, 1939, the Committee 
carried out a careful investigation into the needs of the Jewish 
children and successfully arranged for Jewish teaching facilities 
in many parts of North Wales. As an instance, it fostered a 
scheme whereby a large number of Jewish pupils attending 
Merseyside schools were given the opportunity of receiving 
Jewish teaching and kasher food and attending religious ser- 
vices. Valuable aid was received from headmasters, head- 
mistresses, and their teaching staffs, and from the Christian 
clergy. The help of the Liverpool Talmud Torah Schools in 
supplying most of the Jewish personnel has been constant and 
invaluable. . Jewish children scattered here and there were, in 
as many cases as possible, brought to a centre at week-ends 
and given the necessary instruction. 

Now that a new evacuation is in progress the Committee will 
make fresh arrangements. !nguiries about this matter

Special Committee Reports Progress

Support received from several organisations for the 
special Evacuce Committee formed in Leeds was reported 
at a meeting of the Committee held last week at the Board 
f Guardians’ offices. 
"The Chairman. Mr. E. M. Rowlands, thanked the Leeds 
Jewish Children’s Convalescent Home (Chairman, Mr E. 
Wurzal) for the sum of £250 received: Mr. D. 1. Sandelson and 
the Defence Committee fo: their allocation of £100; Messrs. 
W_ Priceman and E. Gould, for the sum of £25 from the 
funds collected from the members of the Leeds Jewish Institute ; 
and the Help Us Help Them Committee (Chairman, Miss & 
Levinstein) for their donation of £20. 
Mr. Rowlands appealed to the congregations for their 
co-operation in the collection of funds.. He said the Rev. og « 
Hardman. of the Chapeltown Hebrew Congregation, had made 
a pulpit appeal which nad been followed by a letter from the 
Treasurer, Mr. 1. N Labofski, and a personal canvass on the 
part of the officials. In addition, the Ladies’ Guild was con- 
tributing the sum of £1 per month towards the fund The 
Harrogate Community had appointed Messrs. M. Sugden, A. 
Morris. and the Rev. E. Kahan, as representatives on the Com- 
mittee, and they were actively engaged in raising funds 
Alderman H. Morris. J.P.. President of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians, presented a report on the aid now being given 
to evacuees, instancing some of the pitiable cases assisted. 
The expenditure, he said, was increasing, and, the average 
weekly sum which the Board was now called upon io disburse 
on behalf of the Evacuce Fund was approximately £100. It 
was fcit. therefore. that the sum of £3,000 originally aimed at 
was an underestimate 
During a discussion, in which Messrs. Charlies Sumrie, M. 
Sclare, M. Ziff. and J. L. Brill took part, the opinion was 
expressed that the well-to-do London evacuees in Leeds and 
Harrogate should be approached to support the work. 


Receiving Aged Jews 


At the monthly meeting of the Management Committee of the 
Leeds Home for Aged Jews and Home of Rest, at which Mr. 
Maurice Myers presided, the question of accommodating 
evacuees from bombed areas as outlined by the Board of 
Deputies, was considered, and Alderman H. Morris, J.P., repre- 
senting the Leeds Jewish Representative Council, expressed 
the view that the Committee of the Home for Aged Jews were 
competent to deal with this matter.. It was decided to deal 
favourably with the question 

The Chairman drew attention to the very serious financial 
position of the Institution, owing to the increased costs of all 
commodities, and appealed for higher subscriptions and dona- 
tions, It was impossible, he said, to carry on indefinitely with 
a persistent weekly deficit. 

The Chairman announced that a number of elderly people 
had already been passed for admission from the bombed areas 
of London, by arrangement with the Board of Deputies. 

Thanks were expressed to Mr. C. Wolfson and Mr. 8. Alibaster 
for providing a special breakfast for the inmates recently Dr.

PROFESSOR WRIGHT ON PALESTINE 


Professor Samson Wright was the guest of honour at a 
luncheon given last week by eight hostesses under the auspices 
of the Leeds Women's Zionist Society and the Federation of 
Women Zionists.

The presence of three or four million Jews in Palestine to-day 
would, said Professor Wright, have had a marked effect on 
the present military situation in the Middle East.

Leeds had demonstrated their’ realisation of the 
issues at stake by their splendid effort in support of a special 
scheme of land purchase, organised by the Jewish National Fund.

GLASGOW’S EMERGENCY SCHEME 
Opposition Views 
INVESTIGATION COMMITTEES APPOINTED 


[From our Correspondent) 


The two projects announced in the last issue of Tue 
JewisH CHRONICLE for the relief of distress which may 
arise in the Glasgow Community as a result of war condi- 
tions—the establishment of an emergency fund and the 
setting up of a communal feeding centre—were discussed 
at a special meeting of the Jewish Representative Council 
last week, over which Mr. B. Strump, J.P., presided. 

Supporting the proposal for a communal feeding centre, Cap- 
tain A. E. Barnett said he thought the local authorities would 
be glad to be relieved of the responsibility of making any 
special arrangements for Jews and would welcome such a 
scheme, while Mr. E. Goldberg said the authorities had always 
shown consideration in their attitude towards Jewish religious 
requirements, and he felt that a suitable plan could be worked 
out in collaboration with them. 

Mr. J. Sachs, J.P., expressed the view that the whole sug- 
gestion was outside the province of the Representative Council, 
and he said that as far as kasher food was concerned, in any 
centres established by local authorities. provision would — be 
made by them for such food. After further discussion, Mr. E 
Levitus moved that an Investigation Committee be formed to 
inquire into the matter and report back to the Council before 
further steps were taken. Bailic D. Adams submitted an 
amendment that no separate steps should be taken by the 
Community, who should fall into line with any plan that may 
be put into operation for Glasgow as a whole. On a vote 
being taken, the motion was carried, and the following Com- 
mittce was appomted: members of the Council Executive, 
together with Mrs. M. T. Mann, Mr. S. Lipsey, and Mr. E. 
Levitus 

Dealing with the establishment of an emergency relief fund, 
Mr. F. Nettler, J:P.. declared that. the restrictions on. trade 
would, as time went on, affect all sections of the Community, 
employer and employec. ihey must visualise what might 
happen and try to avoid disaster when such a situation arose. 
Plans on a wide scale would have to be made, and steps should 
be taken immediately to gather money which would form a 
reserve tund. 

Messrs. A. Rose, L. Berman, A. Stone, and Dr. E. Levine 
epposed the scheme on the ground that. several organisations 
already existed in the city for dealing with such an emergency. 
This view was strongly deprecated by Mr. M. Glasser, who 
said that it was imperative for the Community to mobilise 
its financial resources io assist those who mught require aid in 
a time of crisis. 

It was ultimately agreed to appoint the following Committee 
to investigate the entire question and report back as to the 
advisability of adopting the scheme: Messrs. Nettler, Glasser, 
Rose, A. Stone, B. L. Goldberg, S. Lipsey, 1. Levy, H. Furst, 
Dr. Levine, Sir Maurice Bloch, J.P., and Baile Adams. 


ZIONISM AND WAR AIMS 


“ The question of war aims, which is of vital importance 
io everyone, is of particular importance to the Jewish peopic 
znd other minorities,” declared Councillor M. Shinwell, when 
he spoke at a cultural meeting of Glasgow Ziona last week 

The war aims we were fighting for, he said, were not the 
aims desired by those elements which thought along Fascist 
lines and had been attempting to win over many types of people 
to that theory. The paramount aim, especially for those 
who believed in and worked for Zionism, must be a system 
based on justice and equity, where promises made, as_ they 
had been made with regard to Palestine, would be kept. From 
the national point of view, our war aims should be to create 
a social order which would give all the people an opportunity 
of having those things which meant a decent life, ensuring 
happiness and security. 

Referring to proposals which had been made from time to 
time to set up a Confederated States of Europe, Mr. Shinwell 
said that under such a scheme each country would carry on 
its domestic affairs:in its own way, while international questions 
would be settled in an International Court made up of repre- 
sentatives of all countries of Europe. Such a court would 
solve problems by just and peaceful means, and would ensure 
that minorities’ rights would be protected. _

FINE RECORD OF REFUGEE WORK 


Glasgow Committee's Achievements 


The work of the Glasgow Jewish Refugees Committee was 
reviewed at a meeting held last week, with Mr. M. Black 
presiding, Mr. J. Sagman, Treasurer, said that from the begin- 
ming of the year to date they had incurred an expenditure of 
£4,968. made up of three items—maintenance and aid, £2.276: 
emigration, £2,253, and administration £439.. Revenue, in the 
form of grants, refunds, and donations had brought in sufficient 
to meet expenditure, and a small balance was left in hand. 
Mr. Sagman expressed appreciation of the fine assistance and 
consideration extended by the Scottish National Council for 
Refugees, whose generous and prompt ard had done so much 
to alleviate the position. 

Reference to the internment of refugees was made by Mr 
A. Stone, Hon. Secretary, who said that there was no evidence 
of withdrawal of public sympathy and Home Office support 
and consideration for bona fide refugees Since May, the 
Scottish National Council. who acted as a iarson ommuttee 
between the Glasgow Jewish Refugecs Committee and the Home 
Office, had lodged 95 applications for the release of refugees 
imerned from Scotland. Of this number, 78 had been granted, 
10 were still under consideration, while only 7 had been refused. 
In addition, a number of others had been released duc to 
health reasons, .cmigration, enlistment in the A.M.P.C., ek 

Dealing with the emigration of refugees, Mr. Stone said that 
since January of this year the Committee had paid for 47 
Steamship tickets to America, and had also supervised all the 
necessary arrangements. Many other cases were now ready tor 
emigration, but were unable to leave owing to the lhmuited 
shipping facilities 

Mr. Stone reported that: the Commiuttee bad agreed, on 
principle, that where circumstances warranted. any necessary 
assistance would be given to refugees who had been brought 
mto this country by individual guarantors who might find it 
immpossible to implement their well-intentioned and still valid 
guarantees. About 52 adults were at present receiving cither 
partial or total support and were granted sums ranging from 
*s. to 25s per week, depending on the circumstances of cach 
individual case it must not be assumed, however, that that 
was the total number of refugees in the city: there were 
probably several hundreds, but they were not all the Com- 
mittee’s responsibility The Committee's responsibility would 
continue 10 exist until the war was over and even afterwards 
until! they had secured the transmigration of all the refugees 
whom they had taken under their care 

Mr. Stone expressed thanks to Drs. M. T. Mann. Burton. 
Baytch, Bernstein, and Krasner, for their voluntary services 
in attending to the medical needs of unemployed refugees and 
he also thanked Mr. Black for placing his premises at the dis- 
posal of the Committee for the storage of the refugees” luggage

PLAYING WITH A VITAL PROBLEM? 


A paragraph in your editorial notes of November 2? 
commented on an appeal launched by the Board of 
Deputies in order, among other objects, to appoint quali- 
fied persons to look after Jewish evacuees and maintain 
good relations with the local population.

lished nations, which crystallises public honour into a tangible 
reward for public service. And so, until Mr. Bentwich’s dream 
Community is realised, we“must “ pay—or perish.””"—Ed., J.C. 


“WAKE UP, ANGLO-JEWRY ” 


While |. agree in principle with Mr. M. L. Cooper that 
we must subordinate our problems to the war, it would 
mdeed be a tragedy if we put Judaism in “ cold storage “ 
for the duration. If Jewish practices are. discontinued. 
they are unlikely to be revived when peace comes. And 
what will be the effect on the Jewish children of to-day, 
on whom the future of Anglo-Jewry depends? While it is 
almost impossible for Jewish evacuees (especially children) 
to demand a hundred per cent. Kashrut in the reception 
areas, much can be observed without putting their land- 
ladies to any inconvenience. There is no need for any 
Jew knowingly to eat pig-meat, rabbit, or shell-fish. Some 


simple alternative dish can always be provided, and if. : 


the religious reasons are given, referring the Christians to 
the Iith chapter of Leviticus, they will respect the Jew 
accordingly, as much as they respect the Bible. It should 
be the duty and privilege of Jews, wherever they may 
be scattered, to establish a “ Mahanch Yisroel,” a Jewish 
outpost, and keep the flag of Judaism flying to the best 
of their ability. Then those who visit it can feel the same 
thrill of pride as an Englishman abroad on seeing the

Mr. Cooper's letter under this heading shows very 
clearly the lack of appreciation of the meaning of Judaism 
which exists amongst Anglo-Jewry to-day. Whether Jewish 
people in the shelters sing “Roll Out -the Barrel” or 
Zemiroth will not affect our final victory. But it will, 
without a doubt, affect our continued existence as Jews. 
As one who has spent some time in a village in which 
evacuated Jews are billeted, 1 see, unfortunately, the same 
problems as the Rev. Mr. Baum wrote of in a letter some 
time ago. 1 submit, however, that any fecling of anti- 
Semitism is aroused, originally, by the public exhibition 
of bad manners on the part of our coreligionists. A com- 
mon fault appears to be the congregation of groups of 
people on street corners, gesticulating and talking loudly 
in Yiddish or broken English. The practice of Judaism 
has never been an impediment to collaboration with our 
fellow-citizens. On the contrary, the sincere observance 
of religion tends rather to arouse the admiration of the 
non-Jew. Let Mr. Cooper remember that we are not 
only fighting Nazism but also to uphold religious free- 
dom and freedom of thought. These causes are surely not 
best served by casting away this freedom for the imaginary 
placation of anti-Semitism. A short-term policy is no 
use. The least that can be done is to provide in every 
town and village where Jewish boys and girls are billeted 
the proper facilities for teaching them and arousing in 
them a love of things Jewish. When this has been 
achieved, we may have some right to call ourselves “ the 
banner-bearers of Judaism.”—Private J. SKLAN, c/o 51, 
Milverton Road, N.W.6.

CONGREGATION’S 150th ANNIVERSARY 


In your “Incidentally” column reference is made to 
what is referred to as the 150th anniversary of the estab- 
lishment of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, on 
the footing of its foundation having taken place .in the 
year 1790. This hardly does justice to the Congregation’s 
antiquity, for it would date its beginnings no earlier than 
the Frederick Street Synagogue, whereas the Congregation 
was in being prior to the removal to Frederick Street, 
having assembled for worship in a small house in Tur- 
ton Court on a site situate near the present Custom House, 
and this was known to be existent about the year 1780. 
There was no break in congregational continuity betweén 
the Turton Court era and that of Frederick Street. This 
distinguishes the history of the Congregation from that of 
the Community, since there was an earlier Congregation 
established in Cumberland -Street, which Congregation, 
founded approximately 1750, faded out of existence before 
the beginnings of congregational life were recommenced 
in Turton Court, and Turton Court represents the 
beginnings of what we now know as the Liverpool Old 
Hebrew Congregation. The whole subject is dealt with 
at length in “The Records of the Jews in Liverpool” 
(B. L. Benas), Transactions of the Historic Society of Lan- 
cashire and Cheshire, Volume 51, page 45 et seq.—Mr.

“BAD MANNERS MAKE ANTI-SEMITES” 

Mr. Sarna’s advice to Jews has a familiar ring about 
it. It reminds one of some of the dicta emanating from 
Berlin, only Mr. Sarna 1s less extravagant! In this age of 
increasing barbarism, we have surely had our fill of jungle 
justice and certainly do not wish to see it multiplied here. 
Had Mr. Sarna fully considered what he advises, he might 
have perceived within himself some of that Nazism of the 
soul that people, even those who are not Germans, can 
so easily catch. However, his advice to Christians is 


likely to achieve more of the goodwill we all so much, 


desire; and because of this it is far sounder than his coun- 
sel to give “ wallops all round” when provocation seems 
to warrant this kind of retaliatory action. I would point 


out just one thing concerning Christian love which Mr.. 


Sarna may not have realised. It is that such love is largely 
ineffectual until it is received in a spirit in which it is 
given. It, therefore, cannot be a one-sided affair.. It may 
quite well be that a fist of “don'ts” suggested by a well- 
intentioned non-Jew is a manifestation of this same 
Christian charity Mr. Sarna would wish to see more of. 
Christian charity, or any other kind, cannot, and must not, 
be just nebulous goodwill, It may very well have to con- 
tain a little chastening. Another point that your corres- 
pondent may not have perceived is the ease with which 
his advice to the Jews could be translated into action; 
it asks for none of the qualities we al] have come to recog- 
nise as making real men and women of us. Because this 
Christian love business does demand such a great deal 
from those who try it, there is a scarcity of it. But there 
can hardly be an increase of. it in a world of Mr. Sarna’s 
making, where presumably “lex talionis” would hold 
sway. It may, therefore, not be a bad idea to forget the 
easy and the hard way, and for Jew and non-Jew to start 
practising a rule common to both; the rule which enjoins 


us to do nothing to others which we ourselves would hate— 
having done to us. This realisable plea was uttered by 


the great Rabbi Hillel and Jesus, son of Joseph, alike.—

PREMATURE BURIAL 

Some time ago you printed a contribution in which I 
pointed out, that by following the ancient custom of Tokef 
L'misa Kvurah, burying our dead soon after death, there 
is a danger (be it in the remotest manner) of being buried 
alive. The following item of news appeared recently in 
the YORKSHIRE EVENING PosT: 

*“ Dead woman sits up. A woman died a few hours alter 
being taken ill, leaving her husband grief-stricken Refusina 
all food, he made preparations for an elaborate funeral. As 


the body was lying.im the central hall of the house, surrounded 
by sorrowful relatives. it began to stir Ihen the * dead“ 


‘woman sat up, saying she was sorry for the trouble she had 


caused. Her husband was so overcome by emotion that he 
dropped dead of a stroke, and the coffin he had ordered for 
his wife was later used for him.” 

if there be a possibility of such a horrible death among 
non-Jews, where a period of at least three days or more 
elapses, how much more is it likely to happen among Jews, 
who usually bury on the same day? On one occasion, a 
middle-aged woman died on a Friday morning at 11.45 
and the funeral took place a few hours later, at 2.30, 
because it was Erev Shabbat and a short day. It is high 
time that this dangerous method should be stopped.—Mnr.

CZECHOSLOVAKIAN NATIONAL COUNCIL 

The statement made by your correspondent that the lst 
“does not include any Jews,” is hardly in accordance with 
the fact. The list of naminees for the Czech National 
Council has not yet been published, but it would appear 
that Dr. Julius Friedmann, a former Czech Minister and an 
esteemed coreligionist, has been nominated by President 
Benes on his Council. It would appear to be correct that 
no representative of sfecific Jewish interest has yet been 
appointed but this is perhaps due to the plethora of appli- 
cations from interested Jewish groups, who have untor- 
tunately been unable to agree upon a single candidate. 
The majority of Crvech Jews voted—as in this country— 
for general polling lists. Perhaps they felt that the names 
of Benes and Masaryk were sufficient guarantee for equitable 
treatment. But it would clearly be unfair that the Czech 
government should now recognise any particular specific 
group as the sole representative of Jewish interests, and 
there is little doubt that this problem will be soived once 
the various Jewish groups are able to agree amongst them- 
selves. Meanwhile President Benes has assured us that 
every consideration will be given to Jewish problems.—

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A LOVE for 


HERE is no need to wait for spring to 
bring some colour and fragrance into 
the home. You can, if you exercise a 
little patience and forethought, grow. many 
early spring flowers so that they blossam 
soon, their appearance in the dark days 
being sO Opportune and so welcome? 

if vou have already planted bulbs,. they 
will by mow be nearing the flowering stage, 
but you can still buy three-part-grown bulbs, 
or, failing that, you can try your hand at 
some intensive culture 

Take some ordinary daffodil or jonquil 
bulbs (they can even be lifted from the 
garden) and pot them in either soil or fibre 
and place them in a really warm spot, say 
close to the stove: Keep them well 
moistened and in the dark as much as 
possible until the shoots begin to show 
about an inch above the soil, and then place 
them in a lighter but still in a warm 


situation. 
Under the Boiler 


You will not be able to puf them in the 
window, except on unusually warm. days, 
while the sun is shining. If you have a 
domestx boiler that is raised on legs, a 
good plan is to place the germinating bulbs 
directly under WU, taking great care to see 
that the pots are well moistened before 
being left at night, 

Children love to witness growth of any 
kind, and the lessons they can learn from 
watching the progress of plants are ex- 
tremely valuable, 

Many parents find, however, that quite 
young children display an unfortunate ten- 
dency to wanton destructiveness with regard 
to flowers. They pull off buds and blooms, 
and tear leaves and strew them about. Nor 
do the accepted forms of correction seem 
to effect a cure for this kind of behaviour. 
But if such children have learnt to watch 
plants grow and flower in their own homes, 
and preferably in their own rooms, with 
bowls specifically allotted to their care, the, 
will learn respect for the growing things 
which will save their parents a great deal 
of annoyance later on in the year. 


Carrot Top Fern 


if bulbs are expensive or difficult to 
obtain, children can grow plenty of other 
things. A carrot top fern, for instance, is 
grand fun. You cut off the top of the 
carrot about a quarter of an inch down the 
vegetable, and place this in a small saucer 
of water, taking care that the water comes 
only half-way up the piece of carrot, If 
too much water is allowed the root section 
will mildew and rot, 
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No need to wait 
for spring to bring 
colour & fragrance 
into the home. 


Growine flowers from bulbs 
and plants from seed in the 
house can give an oppor- 
funmity to ever) child to learn 
to appreciate the wonders 
of nature and to curb the 


destructive habit. 


The ‘water must be changed every day, 
and the fern turned round suitably to get 
an even growth of folage. Iwo or more 
children can have a race with such plants 
and see who grows the best fern in a given 
period. 


Peas and Oats 


Then there are peas, which should if 
possible be germinated before cooking to 
give them additional food value. The dried 
packet peas are soaked in warm water for 
twemy-four hours, and then spread on a 
tray, if possible only one layer deep. The 
tray should be kept either on or close to 
the stove for a few days until the peas begin 
to swell and show signs of shooting, when 
they are ready to cook. The children, how- 
ever, will want one or two of their own 
to see them grow some more. 

Oats that are used to feed chickens can 
be germinated in the same way, since the 
process not only greatly increases the bulk 
of the oats (a valuable war-time considera- 
tion) but also, if you succeed in getting 
about an inch growth of green on them 
provides the chickens with green food and 
corn at one and the same time. The pro- 
cess is similar to that for peas, but the 
oats are spread on trays about’ an inch deep. 
Of course, if you are a regular poultry- 
keeper, you will. have a stand of trays, so 
as to provide constant supplies for the 
birds. Even if you have no chicks, it's 
fun for the children to try growing oats 
right in the middle of winter, : 


Grass Seed 


Grass seed will also grow anywhere, 
provided it has adequete warmth and 
moisture. If you possess one of those odd 
jars on which the grass grows as hair for 
the funny man, you will know just how to 
keep it filled with water, and the children 
will watch the hair growing with interest 
and delight. But you can improvise many 
pretty specimens by using empty honey- 


pots over which are fitted either large corks: 


or pieces of wood. A small round aperture 
is made in the centre of the lid. Fill the 
jar with water, after having soaked it in 
water for twenty-four hours to ensure that 
the clay is thoroughly percolated. Turn 
the full jar upside down into a deep saucer 
or porridge bowl of Water, and plant the 
grass on the bottom of the upturned jar. 

Indoor plants afford endless delight and 
instruction to the young, and make a 
decorative addition to the interior of our 
homes that charms everyone.

HERRING RECIPES 


Ir frying herrings coat them with fine 
oatmeal, Remove heads and tails, wash, 
and dry them. For 4 herrings use 2 table- 
spoonfuls fine oatmeal to which add 4} tea- 
spoonful salt. Coat thoroughly and fry § 
minutes on each side in a little hot fat. 


Baked Stuffed Herrings (1) 


Setit and bone herrings, season with salt 
and pepper, spread over the stuffing and 
roll up; tie round with white cotton, place 
in a greated fireproof dish, cover, and bake 
in a moderate oven for 15 minutes, remove 
cover and lightly brown. 

If preferred the fish can be folded over 

and left flat instead of being rolled up. 
_ Serve these with potatoes baked in their 
jackets and a purée of parsnips. Or 
baked beetroots are also very good: these 
should be coated with white sauce.

REVIVING OLD CENTRES 

The announcement in this paper recently _ 
that a meeting had been held to “ discuss 
the establishment of a Jewish centre in Rhyl 
and District ” recalls the fact to a correspon- 
dent that this will not be the first Jewish 
entity there. Rhy! had a Jewish Congrega- 
tion of own at Chambers. It 
first appeared im records, according to the 
Jewish Year Books, in the late eighteen- 
nineties, but the members dispersed, and the 
Congregation ceased about the year 1906. 
The resumption of Jewish co-operative effort 
here reminds us that Anglo-Jewish history 
is beginning several new volumes at a time 
when the last page of the old volume might 
have been thought of asthe end. Cheltenham 
is a striking illustration, for although Exeter 
is enjoying an illustrious renascence. to 
which the Rev, Michael Adler's valuable 
historical work is so largely contributing, the 
congregation has always remained in being, 
even if. of necessity, its services have been 
periodic rather than continual. A note of 
these old centres to which war conditions 
have given renewed impetus will no doubt 
engage the attention of the Jewish Historical 
Society of England. CHRONICLER

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SHOPS’ HOLIDAY ARRANGEMENTS 
Rules for Chistmas-time 


A Defence Regulation has now been made providing that 
for the purposes of the Shops Acts, Box ng Day, 1940 (as well 
as Christmas Day), shall be regarded as a Bank Holiday. 

The object is to enable shopkeepers who so desire to keep 
their shops open on the weekly half-holidays before and after 
Christmas-time, subject to the conditions summarised in the 
following paragraph. 

if a shop is closed throughout the whole of a Bank Holiday 
and that day is not the day fixed for the weekly half-holiday, 
the shopkeeper may keep his shop open cither on the half- 
holiday immediately before or on the half-holiday tmmedi- 
ately after the Bank Holiday. Shops which are subject to the 
half-holiday requirements: must be closed for the weekly half- 
holiday during the week ending Saturday, December 14, 1940 

it will not be possible, in the week preceding Christmas, to 
extend shopping hours beyond the closing times at present 
in force. 

As regards shop assistants’ weckly half-holiday. a shop 
assistant need not be given the prescribed weekly half-holiday 
m the week before a Bank Holiday if the assistant ix not 
employed at all on the Bank Holiday and if he (or she) is also 
given a half-holiday in the Bank Holiday week. 


VEGETARIANS HAVE KASHER MARGARINE 
Trouble with the Fats Ration 


“ Kasher margarine is being used by hundreds of vege- 
tarians who have been hit by the fats rationing scheme. They 
have been complaining through their local Vegetarian Societies 
to the Ministry of Food that the cight-ounce fats allowance 
(which can imclude two ounces of butter) is insufficient and 
that under the present rationing ar: ingements they are at a 
disadvantage when compared with meat-eaters 

The VEGETARIAN MESSENGER alleges that a promise by the 
Ministry of Food just after the outbreak of war was broken: 
it would have allowed the exchange of meat coupons for 
extra butter coupons. The journal names fats which are and 
which are not rationed, stating, “ Tomor kasher margarine is 
one of the only two veretarian margarines available. and even 
so, vegetarians in some districts Complain that it ts not possible 
to obtam either from a local retailer.” The Director of 
Margarine, continues the paper, suggests that this difficulty 
can be overcome by the retailer obtaining smal! supplies from 
a wholesalcr, who “in such cases is quite willing to split a 
12ib. box—the smallest distributed.” 

While at present veeectarians are letting the matter lie dor- 
mant, they hope to take up the question again later “In 
the meantime,” the Secretary of one big Vegetarian Society 
has stated, “ we are thankful to those who seck to help us— 
Jewish shopkeepers in particular.” 


LOVE THY NEIGHBOUR 
A Jewish Example 


A fine example on the dictum “love thy neighbour” 
was given recently in a North-Western town by a leading 
member of the local Jewish Community. He was urgently 
sent for by the local Billeting Committee to help “ 30 
Jews” who, it was said, were among a big batch of 
evacuees sent up from London. 

On arrival at the evacuees’ clearing-house our friend 
was shown people—poor, § distressed certainly, 
apparently foreign, but decidedly not Jewish. Yiddish was 
Gréek to them. and they turned out to be, though foreign, 
Protestant in religion. 

But did the Jewish resident then return to his neglected 
business as these were not his corcligionists?. By no means. 
“ You sent for me because you thought these poor souls were 
Jewish. so that £ could give them special help,” he told the 
Committee. “ They are not Jews—but they. want help badly 
enough. and we Jews (like you Christians, I hope) are ready 
and willing to give a little help and comfort to all who need 
it. They've been bombed out of their homes, they re wretched, 
noor. and hungry. Jew or Gentile, they want cheering pretty 
badly.” 

He thereupon took the whole batch to a restaurant, gave 
them a good meal, made the children happy with chocolate 
and biscuits . . . not at the Committee's expense. ~ We must 
all help one another.” he told the Committee, “ and thank you 
for sending for me.”

CLUBS MUST BE MADE BLAST- 
PROOF 


But Who Will Pay ? 


{From our Clubs Correspondent] 


During a discussion with a man knowledgable in Jewish 
youth club affairs, he contended that there are two main reasons 
for lack of activity im certain Jewish clubs: (a) Shortage of 
personnel and (b) lack of funds for making ground-floor rooms 
and basements shock- or blast-proof. 

| agree with his two contentions. But there appears little 
that can be done about the first. It is a fact that the call- 
up to the Armed Forces, National Service, ctc., evacuation, 
travel, and other difficulties denuded the ranks of club managers 
and leaders Ihe only way in which this situation can be 
cased at the moment ts to depend on senior boy (or girl 
members taking part of the responsibility for running the club 

which the Brady Boys’ Club successfully tried even before 
the war. Anyway, shortage of leaders, while affecting the 
number of club activities, need not in itself cause the club to 
close on any evenime 

No, the real difficulty is the lack of a blast-proof depart- 
ment for the members while they are on the premises during 
the official club hours Few club leaders are keen to take 
the responsibility of having members on the premises without 
if But it is costly to sandbag windows, build blast walls, 
and erect supports tor ceiimes Club coffers are not able to 
stand it at the moment. From where, then, are the means to 
come’? I believe it is a distinct national disservice to refrain 
from making every reasonable efiort to keep the clubs going. 
It should not be teft to the questionable quantity of private

The Attitude of the Authorities 


Local authorities, I believe, take the line that they will make 
no grant or eficct alterations to any premises which will not 
be open to the general public, and this is not unreasonable. But 
it doesn't help the clubs, which, while perhaps willing to admit 
other young people, feel « would defeat their purpose as youth 
organisations were they to admit those who have long left 
their youth behind 

As far as the national position is concerned, this appears 
to be the situation: The Board of Education may make grants 
for any of the following purposes: “* (a) The maintenance of 
facilities for social and physical trainmeg m Englaad or Wales. 
.including the payment of leaders, insiructors, and wardens 


and the hiring and equipping of premises; (b) the training of 
leaders, instructors, and wardens for the carrying on of such 
facilities as aforesaid; (c) the defraying of incidental expenses 
of organisation and administration.” Obviously the provision 
of a blast-proof place is not included in any of these items. — 

Yet something should be donc. The question is: Who ts 
going to do it?

“Skilled Hands.” and will be produced by Cecil McGivern, 
B.B.C. programme official at Newcastle. : 

It is to be a radio impression of the work of Government 
Training Schemes, where men and women are taught to take 
their place in the vital industries. The centres aim to turn 
out many thousands of workers cach year to man the benches 
and machines waiting for their skilled hands. 

Before the outbreak of war there were 16 of these train- 
ing centres: now there are 41, some of which, however, are 
devoted exclusively to the training of soldiers. The workers 
at these centres are drawn from many differing walks of life. 
For instance, at one centre alone a grocer’s assistant, chartered 
accountant, solicitor, printer, sailor, gardener, pitman, dental 
mechanic, chief steward, and insurance broker are to be found, 
and perhaps working alongside them one will mect bricklayers, 
labourers, plasterers, and joiners 

Many of the trainees are people who formerly worked in 
the distributive and luxury trades, while others are semi- 
skilled men who are training to be fully skilled workmen 
Others. again, have deliberately givén up their work in order 
to take part in the great war effort The programme ainis at 
giving an impression of the reasons for this traming and some 
account of the methods by which a man becomes skilled im a 
very short space of time

_The past week has seen a further burst of strength for 

lt-edged securities. In British Funds the War Loan 

4 per cent. has touched 103, its highest level since the 
outbreak of war. 

Some reaction from the highest levels has been seen 
mainly as a result of contraction in the volume of busi- 
ness as investments of the funds paid out against requisi- 
tioned Canadian securities, and for dividends. came to 
an end. 

The underlying confidence of the market is unchanged 
however, and signs of revival became evident on the 
encouraging news of successful British operations in North 
Africa as well as the continued Greek advance against the 
Italians. 

Industrials are more subdued for the moment as inves- 
tors take stock of the possible effects of continued heavy 
taxation and war-time restriction of imports and supplies 
in the future.

A Chaplin Masterpiece 
RIPPING OPEN TYRANTS’ SOULS 


The Great Dictator is here at last, as gloriously funny, 
as thought-provoking, and as neatly directed as one could 
have dared to hope. The souls of dictators are probed 
into and laid bare, by the skilful clowning of Chaplin, 
to reveal their abysmal emptiness. And the cry of the 
persecuted Jew is interpreted by him as “only let me 
alone; let me lead my harmless existence in my own 
way. 

As a Jewish barber in the ghetto of the capital of Tomania, 
dreamy, ridiculous, down at heel, taking knocks on the head 


Of. course, there are speeches in Chaplin's own gibberish 
German, all kindly interpreted for us, in a few words, by 
an announcer.

And, 
of course, the crowds roar, ceasing abruptly in full throat the 
moment Hynkel raises his arm. 


In the Ghetto

Mr. Mitchell suggested that there is reason for the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer to pause and consider whether the

Rather a feature in markets recently has been the weak- 
ness of prices for shares in the large chain store and similar 
organisations. Since the end of November, Marks and Spencer 
have fallen 4s. to 33s. 9d., Woolworth 3s. 6d. to 52s. 9d., 
Boots Pure Drug 2s. 9d. to 36s. 3d., and Great Universal Stores 
3d. to Ss. 6d. All are Ss. units. ae 

Great Universal shares had had a heavy fall earlier in the 
year. The Company has recently announced an interim pay- 
ment of 24 per cent., against 20 per cent. a year ago. It is 
mainly a mail order organisation, though it has chain-store 
interests. 

The reaction is undoubtedly due to fears of the effects, not 
only of heavy direct taxation and possible war damage on the

TAXATION AFFECTS NET PROFIT FIGURE 

The 53rd -annual general .meeting of Mitchells and 
Butlers, Ltd., was held on December 5 at the White Horse 
Hotel, Birmingham. 

Mr. Arthur Mitchell (Chairman), who presided, said: 
We have now had the benefit of a full year’s trading by 
our subsidiary, The Highgate-Walsall Brewery, which, 
under the efficient supervision of Mr. A. Schofield, has 
proved a satisfactory addition to our business. 

Our output has shown an increase notwithstanding the 
enforced advance in prices to our customers, which proves 
that the quality of our goods is appreciated. This advance 
in prices has been forced on us by increased taxation 
imposed by the three Budgets that have operated during 
the past financial year. Notwithstanding continual rises 
in the cost of labour and materials, especially barley, and 
after making provision for A.R.P. expenditure, the trading 
profit has shown a satisfactory increase. The drop in net 
profit is entirely due to the heavier burden of taxation. 
For the second year in successon an increased trading 
profit has been converted into + decreased net profit by 
added taxation. 

You will have noticed that we recommend that £100,000 
of our undivided profits be placed to Property Reserve 
Account. This reserve was created in 1937 as a fund out 
of which the Managing Directors would be able to write 
off unremunerative capital expenditure on properties. At 
that time war damage to our properties was not contem- 
plated, but it is now clear that we shall have to face the 
cost of rebuilding some of the Company's properties, and 
although the Government are contemplating a compulsory 
national scheme of insurance, it may be necessary to spend 
on reconstruction more than the Government award. Bear- 
ing this in mind and the likelihood of the cost of such 
work increasing considerably as time gocs on, the 
Directors have thotight it prudent to recommend a sub- 
stantial addition to the Property Reserve, so that it may 
be available for the above purposes. 

It has been the consistent policy of your Board to maintain 
ample liquid resources to meet the many demands that may 
arise, and though the resources now available may appear 
large, I can assure you that they are not more than adequate 
in view of the heavy increases in beer duty and other taxation. 
I would remind you that beer duty involves a large payment 
in cash every month. Our payments for Government duties 
and taxes last year amounted to no less than £4,200,000. 


A NEVER-FAILING SOURCE OF REVENUE 

The Government apparently regard the brewing trade as a 
never-failing source of revenue, to which it may legitimately 
turn at any time. Nevertheless, when it is realised that the sub- 
stantial drop in our net profit is entirely due to the heavy 
additional taxation imposed in the last three Budgets, we think 
it should give the Chancellor of the Exchequer reason to pause 
and consider whether the taxation of the Trade has not already 
been extended to the extreme limit. 

At our last annual meeting I referred to the campaign of 
organised teetotal propagandists. Using the war as a means 
to an end they still persist in worrying the Government. Such 
conduct in exploiting the national emergency is reprehensible. 
At the moment these agitators are concentrating on bringing 
about a reduction of the use of materials for brewing, such as 
bariey, and the shortening of the permitted hours of sale in 
licensed houses. It would be grossly unfair to farmers who 
grow malting barley to cut down supplies to brewers, for they 
would be forced to sell their malting barley at the price of 
feeding barley, which on this year’s figures would have been 
about one-half its value. 

Not content with demanding that the quantity of beer brewed 
should be curtailed, these agitators go further, and still using 
the war as an argument, urge that also the sale in licensed 
houses should cease at an earlier hour in the evening. Surely 
nothing could be more ill-conceived. Beer is the national 
beverage. It is part of the diet of working people, who in 
these trying times find it more than ever necessary. They are 
working long hours which frequently extend late in the evening, 

and relaxa-

over the world will soon be stemmed and be tolerated no longer. 


Magnificent Propaganda 


What a magnificent piece of propaganda this picture is. No 
totalitarian ideologist not absolutely blinded by hate and stwpid- 
ity could see this film and still take himself seriously. Charlie 
Chaplin has done what no other comedian has the ability to 
do and he has never made the mistake of laughing at the wrong 
things, such, for instance, as concentration camps, of which 
there are no scenes
